9282, 
THE EX-SENATORS FIGHT 


SIGNS OF WAVERING IN THE STAL- 
WART RANKS. 

MR, DEPEW’S GREAT GAINS IN THE BALLOT- 
ING YESTERDAY—ARGUMENTS OF THR 
CONKLING MEN--THE ADMINISTRATION 
MEN MORE HOPEFUL THAN EVER—FUR- 
THER GAINS PROBABLE. 

Axzany, June 7.—Since the adjournment 
to-day the Conkling men and Administration 
men have talked over the vote in the joint as- 
sembly with a great deal of animation, the ef- 
forts of Conkling’s friends being mainly to 
dissuade a further increase of Depew’s vote, 
and to convince the members who voted for 
Depew that they bave committed a great 
mistake, The. burden of the argument 
against him is that he is a monop- 
dlist, or the representative of a 
great monopoly, and that he can never cut 
himself loose from it as Senator. They sup- 
plement this argument by the positive declara- 
tion that he can never be elected unless chosen 
as the candidate in a caucus, The Adminis- 
tration men do not heed these arguments, if 
arguments they many be called, but say that, 
having determined upon their candidate after 
mature reflection, they are prepared to 
stand by him until the impossibility of electing 
him has been demonstrated. Most of the 
country members regard Mr. Depew’s candi- 
dacy as it is regarded by Mr. Duguid, of Onon- 
dago. Few of them would have selected Mr. 
Depew as their first choice, but they have seen 
that some personal sacrifices of opinion and 
preferences were absolutely necessary to bring 
the contest for Senator to a conclusion, 
and have regarded Mr. Depew as in most 
respects the best man of reputation to effect a 
union upon. Even the most strenuous adyo- 
cates of the Railroad Commission bill have 
come in for Mr. Depew, and all of them say 
that the reasons which impelled them seemed 
to be good ; that it was a choice between Conk- 
ling and Platt and two other Republicans, and 
that Mr. Depew, having ability and character 
and also ambition to make himself an honor- 
able record, could safely be trusted to repre- 
sent the whole State, and that there would be 
little danger of his devoting himself rather to 
® private corporation than to public interests. 

The overtures of the Conkling men for a 
taucus meets with very few favorable re- 
sponses, principally from the anti-Conkling 
Stalwart members of the Legislature. The 
wisest of the managers of the Administration 
canvass still insist that there shall be no cau- 
cus, but that the fight shall be fought out on 
an open field. The Conkling men have 
not boasted to-night that they would win, 
their talk being principally about their own 
staying qualities. If reports heard here are 
true, there is reason to believe that they will 
not “fight it out all Summer,” for it is said 
that some of the Conkling men were to-day 
exceedingly weak, that intimations were heard 
from some of them that they could not much 
longer misrepresent their constituencies and in- 
jure themselves by voting for Conkling. and 
that they would soon feel discharged from all 
obligation to vote for him merely to gratify 
his personal ambition and unreasonable selfish- 
ness. 

The meeting to-night of the Administration 
men was one of the largest and most enthusi- 
astic and harmonious that has yet been held. 
The time was consumed principally in consid- 
ering how the vote: of the Administration 
members could be still further concentrated on 


Depew, and while no vote was taken in the 
conference, it was the universal opinion that 
there should be a still closer vote for 
Mr. Depew. Speeches were made by Senators 
Woodin and McCarthy and by Assemblymen 
Bkinner, Chickering, Duguid, Steele, and 
dthers, who voted for Depew to-day for the 
first time. To persons who are acquainted 
with the Legislature, the character of themen 
who to-day decided to vote for Mr. Depew 
means something. To those who do not 
know them it may be well to say a 
few words of explanation. Senator Forster is 
well-known as an independent member, who 
is one of the most difficult men in the Legisla- 


ture to swerve from a personal preference, and | 


he gave up Rogers only for the sake of having 
unity. Senator Loomis is a man of conserva- 
tive views, of good judgment, not hasty in 
reaching conclusions, but a good man for stay- 
Ing when convinced. Senator Lord would never 
heve given up Lapham if he had not been 
more anxious to see two Republican Senators 
plected than to secure the man he preferred. 
As for the Assemblymen, Mr. Binninger is gne 
of the most conservative men and would have 
voted for Warner Miller to the close of the 
fight if such a vote would have indicated any- 
thing more than stubbornness. Mr. Chick- 
ering, of Lewis, is Chairman of the 
Ways and Means. Committee, a careful 
and conscientious legislator, and he 
voted for Depew as did Mr. Skinner, 
O& man equally conscientious and with broad 
views of the qualities desired in public men. 
They have done what they believe their con- 
stituents, under the circumseances, would ap- 
prove. Mr. Cowles, of Monroe, who voted 
for Depew, has. been badgered persis- 
tently by Conkling’s friends, and has 
been kept in line for Conkling only 
by ceaseless efforts. His stand is regarded 
by the Administration men as worthy of 
all praise, forno man has been under more 
severe pressure to vote the other way. Mr. 
Duguid, whose views have been fully pre- 
sented in THE Times, is too well known to 


need any introduction. Mr. Fenner and Mr. 
Fish are among the most respected men in the 
House. Mr. Gorsline, who has broken away 
from opposing influences that are strong, 
may be depended upon to vote with the 
Administration men in electing two good Re- 
publicans if he is allowed to vote as his own 
judgment dictates. Mr Steele, who voted for 

epew for the first time, is one of the most 
thoughtful and honorable men in the House. 
It was decided in the conference by tacit 
agreement that the bulk of the vote to- 
morrow for the long term should be cast 
for Mr. Depew, ana the expectation is 
that he will get at least 50 votes on the first 
ballot, On the ballot for Conkling’s successor 
it was the general opinion that each member 
should vote as he chose, taking this opportu- 
nity for expressing his personal preference 
rather than that on the vote for Platt’s suc- 
eessor. Mr. L. Coe Young spoke favorably of 
Henry E. Tremain as a soldier candidate, for 
whom he thought there ought to bea strong 
vote. 

Roscoe Conkling arrived here at 10:20, on the 
train from New-York. His reeeption at the 
depot was acheerless one, Alighting, he was 
met by Mr. 8S. B. Dutcher, Deputy Attorney- 
General Everett, and Assemblyman Williams. 
Justice Jacob . Patterson, who came with 
Mr. Conkling from New-York, escorted him to 
the Delavan House, The ex-Senator shook 
hands with no one but a porter at the depot, 
end seemed no more anxious, in the 
half-filled hotel lobby, to shake hands 
with the idle crowd that stared at him as he 
stood before the desk than they appeared de- 
sirous of shaking hands with him. He went 
immediately to Mr. Platt’s room, where he 
was soon joined by Mr. Denison, Mr. A. B. 
Johnson, Mr. Louis F. Payn, and Mr. Dutcher. 
The Conkling men are admitting to-night that 
in the voting to-morrow Mr. C. H. Russell, of 
Kings, will be lost to Conkling and Platt, 
and that his candidates will be Cornell 
and Gen, John F. Tracy. Mr. Platt’s friends 
are making personal appeals to members who 
have voted tor him, but who are suspected of 
wavering, to stand by him for just one vote 
more, when all will be well. They claim 
that Mr. Derrick, of Rensselaer, will vote 
for Piatt to-morrow instead of Crowley. 
While no positive information can be obtained 


to show that the Conkling men will soon give 


up the fight, the suggestion of a prominent 
mt core them that Folger and Lapham 
would be a strong ticket in such an event was 


to-night taken as an intimation that they were 
poe Yemen to look the inevitable in the face, 
and getting ready to make the best of the sit- 
uation.

SENATOR WOODIN’S RULES. 

GEN. - SHARPE"S CRITICISM—SOME POLITI- 
CAL TALK—THE FIRST AND SECOND 
ADOPTED, 

ALBANY, June 7.—Before the convention 
met to-day in joint assembly, it was known 
that the Administration men had determined 
to admit of no further danger by delaying con- 
centration. The Conkling men knew of the 
purpose of their opponents, and would have 
been glad if they could have contrived a way 
to prevent its demonstration. Above all 
other candidates were they opposed to Mr. De- 
pew, against whom they have leveled a great 
many accusations, and for whose character 
they express unmitigated contempt. The 
Conkling men found themselves forced, by the 
resolution and rules offered by Senator Wood- 
in yesterday, to set at rest, one way or the 
other, the stories that they were ready to act 
with the Democrats, and they voted as they 
have stated they stood, opposed to an alliance 
with the Bourbons. 

When the joint assembly met at 12 o’clock, 
Lieut.-Gov. Hoskins, Senator Robertson, and 
Assemblyman Draper occupied seats in the 
Speaker’s desk, Mr. Draper having been made 
Speaker pro tem. by Gen. Sharpe, who occu- 
pied a chair on the left of the ceatre aisle, 
where he awaited the proceedings of the As- 
sembly with a roll of papersin hishand. As 
soon as Senator Robertson rapped for order 
Senator Woodin called up his resolution and 
proposed the rules offered yesterday. They 
were read by Clerk Kemper, of the Senate, 
and then Senator Woodin proposed that 
a vote should be taken on each one 
separately. Gen. Sharpe, rising in his place, 
and ere a glance upward, began a speech. 
He had ‘‘ the right to expect,’? he said, that 
Senator Woodin would have informed the 
Senate and House of the reasons which 
prompted him to offer the _ resolution. 
As a vote had been called for 
without explanation, he deemed it 
ag ry to make an explanation himself. 

e had listened to the rules, and he had found 
that they were, to put it in a Pickwickian 
sense, in graceful recognition of the act of 
Congress. This assertion he rolled over 
his tongue as if he- enjoyed it, and 
he repeated it several times, until 
Senator Strahan suggested, in a voice 
audible to the Senate, that the phrase be 
“stereotyped and kept standing.’’ The 
Speaker referred to some matters ‘which he 
deemed proper to bring in here, alluding first to 
the attempt by a member to take this question 
of adjournment into his own hands. This 
probably meant Mr. Spinola, who had several 
times offered a resolution to adjourn from one 
day tothe next. The joint convention, the 
Speaker maintained, should be governed not 
ouly by parliamentary but statutory law. 

He then went into an extended explanation 
ef the requirements of the law, and finally, 
when his speech was becoming rather flat and 
wearisome, declared: ‘‘We are here to elect 
United States Senators, and we mean 
to stay here until we elect. I 
hope my brother Democrats do, for 1 
know my friends of the same political faith 
as myself do, and I expect to get two 
United States Senators whom I believe in.” In 
his opinion, when the balloting of the 
convention was over the only proper 
motion was to adjourn. ‘‘ Why, Sir,” 
said he, ‘‘ when the gentleman from New- 
York (Mr. Spinola) whose wit, eloquence, 
and humor I admire, attempts to take charge 
of the convention as he does, he does a thing 
not called for, and when we adopt it, sur- 
rounded even by his wit, eloquence, and ora- 
tory,we do a thing we are not authorized to do.” 
Continuing his argument, he declared that the 


convention should beso conducted that thers, 


should be possible no question of cloud upon 
the title of Senators elected. If this was done 
it would expose them to the judgment of a 
Democratic Senate. He referred to the ‘‘solid 
front” presented by the Democrats of the Le- 
gislature, and provoked Mr. Newman to re- 
mark, laughingly and laconically, ‘* Taffy.” 
In closing, the Speaker said that he should 
move the adoption of the first and second 
rules, but not the third, and he then offered a 
jong preamble, reciting the necessity for adopt- 
ing rules. 

Mr. Spinola~I should like to interrupt the 
gentleman, in order to ask that the first rule 
shall be amended, to give scope to the debate, 
so as to provide that the joint assembly shall 
meet until the election of two Democratic 
United States Senators. [Laughter.] 

Speaker Sharpe—The gentleman from New- 
York, in the sweetness of his own Christian 
temper, will excuse meif 1 donot accept the 
amendment, 

After offering his preamble, and before clos- 
ing, Mr. Sharpe said: ‘‘ We are doing unheard 
of things herein these days.”?” Mr. Woodin, 
looking up over his glasses in a quizzical way, 
retorted: ‘1 guess that’s so.” Then the 
Speaker commented on the ease with which 
members paired and absented themselves, and 
set aside the rules of the House. This, he 
feared, was going far toward establishing prec- 
edents which micht interfere with the election 
of Senators. There was still another matter 
which troubled him, and that was one 
affecting the legality of the organization 
of the convention. He read Ariicle III., 
section 8, of the Constitution, provid- 
ing that the acceptance of a Federal 


appointment by a member of the Senate or | 


Assembly should vacate his seat. This re- 
mark, intended to raise the question of Sena- 
tor Robertson’s eligibility to preside over the 
convention, was immediately understood. Go- 
ing.on further, the Speaker referred to ‘‘certain 
newspaper effusions’? which appeared to have 
been ‘* prompted in the last 24 hours,” bearing 
critically upon him in making the motion to 
adjourn on Friday. Witb a good deal of bit- 
terness he singled out one newspaper, and de- 
nounced the ‘‘ miserable insinuations of a cur 
who, in pent-up Utica, where lives one of the 
leaders of the Republican Party in this Nation, 
had taken to snapping at this leader’s heels,” 
He also enlarged the scope of his argument to 
aim a blow at the Albany Journal, which has 
not hesitated to allude to the Speaker’s motion 
of Friday as a “trick.” 

Senator Woodin replied briefly. There was 
no necessity, he said, for reply. The Speaker 
had himself explained that there was a reason 
for the adoption of the rules, ‘“‘ I'll tell him 
and everybody else briefly that there is a 
manifest diversity of opinion among members 
of the Legislature and gentlemen of the press 
as to the meaning and import of a motion to 
adjourn.” It was generally claimed by 
men whose opinion he respected 
that a motion to adjourn, if carried, 
would dissolve the convention. He did not 
share thet belief. All the members did not 
think alike. He did not propose that any 
cloud should be cast upon the title of the two 
United States Senators, ‘* whom we shall cer- 
tainly elect before the dissolution of this 
body.” But they did nothave power to choose 
the court to adjudicate their title. That court 
was composed of Democratic Senators, and 
was “‘made so bya calamity.” “It is easy 
enough,” said he, “to tell what a statute 
means, but to tell what a Democrat will do 

ou can’t.” He contended that a rule should 

e adopted to interpret the meaning of a mo- 
tion to adjourn. What had been said about 
the presiding officer of the joint assembly, he 
thought, needed no reply. There was no ques- 
tion, but there would be if he had accepted an 
appointment. ‘‘ When he accepts he will not 
occupy a seat in the Senate.” He was glad the 
Speaker — the first and second rules. 
“If we mean business and to elect Senators, 
we must adoptthem.”’ If he wasa Democrat he 
should vote against them, of course, and vote 
to adjourn to-morrow. ‘‘It has been said, and 
whether it is so or not I don’t know, that there 
are others, not Deraocrats, who are ready at 
some proper. or improper time to join hands 
with the Democrats to adjourn. I don’t be- 
lieve it,andIam ready to be restrained from 
such @ temptation.” 

It was too tempting a momen for Mr. 
Brooks, who seized the opportunity to make a 
melancholy speech. It was a most extraor- 
dinary sight, and he was gratified that the 
election of United States Senators had ex- 
cited so much pleasure and humor when the 


minority stood utterly helpless, detained by 


the act of one man in Congress. “By an au- 
tocratic act of one man, elected to represent 
the State of New-York. we are here in 
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this unusual way assembleid.’? He went on 
to criticise this ‘“‘autocratic act’’ at length. 
Vacated one day, and believed to have been 
really vacated, the next day the Representa- 
tive appealed to the Legislature to give him 
back the place he had just given up, and to 
which his friends declared he had no desire to 
return, ‘‘I regard that,” said he, ‘‘as the act 
of an autocrat,” and he expressed his be- 
lief that an opportunity should be afforded 
to the people of the State to rebuke it. He in- 
timated that if the Speaker of the House ex- 
pected the Democrats of the Assembly to stand 
by him he was mistaken, and he expressed his 
lack of faith in the Legislature to rebuke the 
“autocrat” by declaring that he wished to 
“appeal from Lares Sy eres to Philip sober.” 
The appeal ought to be decided by the people, 
who were to elect next Fall a new Legislature. 

Mr. Raines’ made a speech, which was pre- 
faced with one of his usual bitter and pointed 
allusions to Mr. Brooks, and was followed 
by Senator Fowler, who said he _ pro- 

osed to discuss the proposition and 
eave the discussion of party politics 
to those who had a taste for it. This hurt 
Mr. Brooks more eney than Mr. Raines’s at- 
tacks, butthe words which followed were as 
severe a censure of Conkling as the words of 
Mr. Brooks. Mr. Fowler thought the conven- 
tion was getting .to be a love-feast of Repub- 
licans. ‘‘ And,” said he, ‘*‘ we Democrats, 
whose stomachs are usually strong, are getting 
to be somewhat nauseated, and don’t propose 
to sit here till Decomber to witness this love- 
teast.”’ 

The question on the adoption of the rules 
was at last reached, and Speaker Sharpe’s pre- 
amble having been offered, and two amend- 
ments to the rule submitted by Mr. Stillwell, 
of Kings, rejected, the first and second rules 
were carried by viva voce votes. The pream- 
ble was also adopted, and, on motion of Sena- 
tor Woodin, the third rule was laid on the 
table.

THE SEVENTH BALLOT. 
CHANGES IN THE VOTING—MR. DEPEW’S 
GREAT GAINS—RECEIVING 42 VOTES. 

Aupany, June 7.—The roll-call on the 
seventh ballot was begun after the discussion 
of the rules was finished. The Conkling men 
voted as before. Senators Lord and 
Lynde, who yesterday voted for Wheeler, 
changed to Lapham. Senator Madden, 
who has changed candidates several 
times, gave up Cornell jfor Tremain, who 
has been found a convenient candidate for un- 
certain men, particularly for anti-Conkling 
Stalwarts who are itching to vote for Conk- 
ling. Senator Woodin gave up Cornell and 
voted for Lapham, and Mr. Alvord, who yes- 
terday voted for Cornell, to-day voted for 
Wheeler. Mr. Gorsline, who had won noto- 
riety by voting for Mr. Beecher, substituted 
the name of Cornell, and Mr. Low, who had 
been voting for Rogers, also gave Cornell a 


vote for the short term. One hundred and 

forty-six members voted—32 in the Senate and 

114 in the Assembly. The result was as fol- 

lows, as compared with yesterday’s vote:

If there were no surprises on the first call 
there were some on the second, when the can- 
didates were nominated to succeed Platt. 
When Senater Astor’s name was called, the 
first break occurred frém the Platt ranks. 
He voted for Corneli, to the utter astonish- 
ment of Speaker Sharpe and E. A. Carpenter, 
who were consulting at the moment in the 
middle aisle. Senator Loomis esopned Van 
Cott for Depew, and Senators Lord and 
Lynde, who ~had.. voted for... Lapham, 
also fell into line for Depew. Senator 
Winslow, a Conkling man, who does not vote 
for Platt, voted for Wheeler instead of Miller, 
who was fast disappearing as a candidate. 
There were many changes of Assembly votes 
in favor of Depew, including Binninger, who 
had veted for Wheeler; Chickering,, Duguid, 
Holmes, Skinner and Steele who had been 
voting for Miller; Cowles, who had voted for 
Conkling; Ferner, who had voted for Fenton; 
Fish, who had voted for Cornell, and Peck, 
who yesterday voted for Lapham. There 
were other but insignificant changes. The re-

A REFORM PARTY 1N MARYLAND. 


EX-SENATOR WHYTEK HAVING HIS REVENGE 
FOR BEING TURNED OUT OF HIS SEAT. 
BALTIMORE, June 7.—Ex-Senator Wil- 

liam Pinkney Whyte is now having his re- 

venge upon the Democratic bosses of this State 
who turned him out in the last Legi§lature and 
elected Arthur P. Gorman, their chief boss, in 


his place. A reform movement has been 
started in the State, having Gov. Hamilton at 
its head, and in spite of opposition from the 
press of the city and State, it has made consid- 
erable progress. In the city it is organized 
under the name of Old Line Democrats, witha 
central committee of 100 members. This com- 
mittee, at a meeting to-day, nominated ex- 
Senator Whyte for Mayor of Baltimore, and 
it is confidently asserted that he will 
send his letter of acceptance, to be 
read at a public meeting to be held to- 
merrow night. The, Democratic regulars 
seeing that the course the reformers are 
pursuing is likely to end successfully, are at- 
tempting to outwit them by securing the nom- 
ination of Whyte on the regular ticket. Todo 
the the city convention was suddenly cailed 
for this evening, and the Mayoralty conven- 
tion will meet on Saturday night to nominate 
Whyte, provided he does not accept the Re- 
formers’ nomination. The bosses are now in 
the position of begging Whyte to ac- 
cept a nomination, while less than two years 
ago they fought him bitterly and b 
means of outrageous frauds and the help of 
tho canal ny 8 succeeded in defeating him 
and putting in his place a man whose name is 
synonymous with all that is despicable 
in Maryland politics, and who is no 
more fitted to fill a seat in the Senate 
now than he was when, as a_ boy, he 
was a page in that body. In their 
efforts to secure Whyte’s nomination for 
Mayor, the Democratic bosses have laid 
upon the shelf Mayor Latrobe, to whom they 
had promised a renomination, and in fact have 
been compelled tochange all the plans they had 
laid for the Fall campaign. With good man- 
agement, the reform movement may accom- 
plish much to secure anew departure in politi- 
eal affairs in Maryland, as its keynote is the 
purging of the, registration books, which, in 
their present condition, remder a fair election 
either in the city or State an utter impossi- 
bility.

THE IRISH EVICTION WAR

A TERRIBLE RIOT IN PROGKESS IN 
COUNTY OORK. 

PEOPLE EXCITED BY THE RUMORED 
ARREST OF A PRIEST—HOUSEKS AND 
BRIDGES WRECKED AND COMMUWNICA- 
TION CUT OFF—TROOPS SENT TO THE 
SCENE, 

Lonpon, June 7.—Five writs of eject- 
ment were served yesterday upon the tenants 
of Mr. John H. Meldon, father of Mr. Charles 
H. Meldon, Home Rule member of Parliament 
for Kildaro, 

Two more arrests under the Coercion act 
have been made of members of the Millstreet 
(County Cork) Branch of the Land League. A 
tenant farmer of Cahir named Lee has also 
been arrested under the Coercion act. 

It is reported that the Rev. Mr. Murphy, a 
priest of Schull, near Skibbereen, has been ar- 
rested under the Coercion act; that there is 
much consequent excitement, and that some 
outrages have been committed. 

Lonpon, June 8,—The rumor that Father 
Murphy, of Schull, had been arrested proves 


to be unfounded, but it threw the 
people into a violent state of fer- 
ment. Thousands of men and women 
crowded into the village of Schull, wrecked 
the Police station and Post Office, tore down 
the telegraph wires, and cut up portions of the 
road, The excitement was taken up by the peo- 
ple of Skibbereen, who, at last accounts, were 
engaged ina fearful riot. They wrecked the 
house of a car-owner who had supplied cars 
to the Police. Their indignation became 
unbounded when they discovered that a 
special train, with 300 military, had been sent 
from Cork, and they tore down the telegraph 
wires to Ballydehole. 

A dispatch from Cork says Ballydehole and 
Schull are inaccessible by the ordinary 
roads, which are broken up, and the bridges 
have been pulled down. Five hundred 
foot soldiers, 20 dragoons, and 70 service corps 
men, with one gun, have been sent to the scene 
from the West. 

A dispatch from Skibbereen says Father 
Murphy has_ given no. definite  in- 
timation of his arrest to the public, 
fearing a collision with the ‘olice ;

Among the Naval officers ar- 
rested is a relative of the Procureur-General, 
Mouravieff, who conducted the prosecution of 
Rousakoff and the other Nihilists who were 
executed for complicity in the murder of the 
Czar. The policy of procrastination reigns 
supreme at St. Petersburg.’’

TO-DAY’S CONVENTION EXPECTED TO RE- 
NOMINATE THE OLD TICKET, WITH TWO 
EXCEPTIONS, 

CLEVELAND, June 7.—The delegates to the 
Republican State Convention are very busy 
comparing notes to-night. There are a great 
many politicians in the city, and considerable 
excitement prevails, considering the fact that 
a majority of the ticket will be renominated 
by acclamation. There is no opposition to 
Gov. Foster’s renomination. He will be selected 
by acclamation. There will be a contest over the 
Lieutenant-Governership. Cincinnati has the 
lead, although President pro tem Mr. Rich- 
ards, of the State Senate, hasa large and en- 
thusiastic following. He comes from Jefferson 
County, on the eastern border of the State, 
and the geography of the situation seems to 
be against him. The feeling is that Cincin- 
nati will secure this place upon the ticket. 
Senator Benjamin Eggleston has many sup- 
porters, not only from Cincinnati, but from 
all over the State. Louis Seasongood, a prom- 
inent Hebrew, who was defeated by Gen. 
Hickenlooper two years ago is talked of, but 
Judge Foraker seems to have the Jead. Fora- 
ker has injured his chances somewhat by his 
indecision as to the changing currentof Re- 
publican politics in. Cincinnati, which has 
caused him to accept one day and decline the 
next, but word has just been received that he 
will accept. 

There are several candidates for the only 
other i place upon the ticket—that of Su- 
preme Court Judge, caused by the declination 
of Judge Boynton to accept a renomination. 
Ex-Congressman W. H. Upson, of Akron; 
John §8. Brazee, of Lancaster; Daniel A. 
Haynes, of Dayton, and Judge Doyle, of To- 
ledo, are the leading candidates, and the dis- 
cussion of to-night bears almost altogether 
upon these four. Mr. Nash for Attorney- 
General, Mr. Furney for State Treasurer, and 
Mr. Paul for member of the Board of Public 
Works will be renominated by acclamation. 

The convention will notlast long. The Hon. 
A. W. Jones, a prominent Blaine man in the 
Chicago Convention, is to be temporary Chair- 
man, and Senator Sherman permanent Chair- 
man. The latter’s speech is not yet written, 
but is expected to bein the direction of har- 
mony within the party and vigorous fighting 
against the Democrats. He is expected 
to crush forever ail surmises that he may have 
a hidden grudge against Gov. Foster. ‘lhe 
temperance question may make some noise in 
the formation of a platform, but not to such 
an extent as the Democrats have pic- 
tured. The almost unanimous opinion 
is that the Administration of President 
Garfield will be squarely indorsed in general 
terms, but thatno mention will be made of 
Mr. Conkling or the New-York fight. This 
silence will not arise so much from any Conk- 
ling feeling in the convention as from a sense 
of good taste and propriety.

WASHINGTON, June 7, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $497,000.

Postmaster-General James has issued an 
order thaé all official matter emanating from 
any of the departments must hereafter be 
treated as first class matter, unless the ee 
per or envelope distinetly states that the pack- 
ages inclosed are printed matter. The order 
directs Postmasters, in addition to complying 
with section 379 of the Postal Laws and Regula- 
tions in regard to post-marking such matter, to 
pouch it with the letter mail. 

Section 4,496 of the laws governing the 
steam-boat inspection service provides that 
all Collectors and other chief officers of Cus- 
toms, in addition to the steam-boat Inspectors 
within the several districts, shall enforce the 
provisions of the laws against all steamers ar- 
riving at, and departing from, their respective 
ports. A circular will be issued by the Treas- 
ury Department ina few days, addressed to 
these Customs officers, calling attention to the 
law, and requesting them, during the excur- 
sion season, to give special attention to the 
matter of over-crowding passenger steam- 
boats, and toreport each and every case of 
the kind to the department.

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SUING ASA PACKER’S ESTATE. 


A CLAIM OF MORE THAN $2,000,000 on a 
CONTRACT MADE IN 1853. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 7.—A suit against the 
estate of the late Asa Packer was instituted in the 
Orphans’ Court here to-day, in which a share of 
the estate amounting to more than $2,000,000 is 
claimed for the heirs of Barnabas Hammett 
and Joseph Noble, who formerly , composed 
the coal mining firm of Noble, Hammett 
& Co. The claim dates from a contract 
made on Feb. 1, 1853, when Mr. Packer was work 
ing hard to build the Lehigh Valley Railroad. He 
was deeply in debt, and was obliged to raise money 
in every honorable way he could. Among other 
resources he applied for aid to Noble, Hammett & 
Co., and, agreed to give them a two-tenths 
interest in the whole stock and loan of 
the road, and also two-tenths of the 
net —— made by him in the construction of the 
road, in consideration of their furnishing two- 
tenths of the monsy required to build it. It is 
alleged that the firm advanced $387,000 in cash, and 
lent its credit to the total amount of $1,300,000. 
At this point Hammett became uneasy and insisted 
on dissolving the firm. The contract for building 
the road proved immensely profitable, but 
itig alleged that Judge Packer never accounted 
to Noble and Hammett, claiming that by another 
contract, made at the same time as the one on 
which suit is brought, he was released from obliga- 
tion to do so by the fultillment ot certain con- 
ditions. He did, however, turn over to them 1,800 
shares of the stoek and 100 one-thousand-dollar 
bonds of the company. When the firm was dis- 
solved, Judge Packer brought a suit in equity to 
compel a settlement of its affairs, claiming that a 
large sum was due him. This suit is still undecided, 
and on its decision the one just brought will doubt- 
less hang to a greatextent. The Orphans’ Court 
case was adjourned for a week to allow an agree- 
— on a Master to whom it is proposed to re- 
er it. 


SARATOGA EDUCATORS DISTURBED

Troy, N. Y., June 7.—Saratega has a 
Board of Education of which the Rev. Dr, Haw- 
ley, Mrs. Ellen Walworth, (widow of Mansfield 
Tracy Walworth, who was killed by his son,) and 
Mrs. Hurd are members.

THE SUIT OF HIS CREDITORS FOR $4,000,000 
BEGUN IN A CINCINNATI COURT. 
CINCINNATI, June 7.—The suit against the 
Catholic Church property of the Cincinnati Diocese, 
brought by the Assignee of Archbishop Purcell, was 
called in the Common Pleas Court to-day. The suit 
is against all property which is held in trust by the 
Archbishop, and includes churches, school-houses, 
hospitals, cemeteries, and such city and other 
proverty as has been given by benevolent persons 
forthe use of the Church, and has been had in 
trust by the Archbishop. The creditors, repre- 
sented by the Assignee, number about 5,000, and 
their claims aggregate $4,000,000. ‘The suit 
has been two years in prepartion. When called 
to-day there were a great number of attorneys 
present representing the creditors and the many 
congregations and associations having rop- 
erty at stake. After a prolonged discus- 
sion it was agreed that, as the case is bound 
to be appealed which ever side obtains a verdict, 
it would facilitate matters to have a pro forma ver- 
dict entered of eithhr judgment or dismissal, and 
take the case at once to the District Court. Sucha 
course will be followed. The form of the verdict 
has not yet been agreed upon. In the District 
Court the case will be heard upon its merits. 
A verdict having been secured, it will then 
be taken to the Supreme Court at a special sitting 
and a final decision secured. It is expected that 
the trial will consume about six weeks. The chief 
point at issae—and it is one that has never been de- 
cided in the courts—is whether prepay held in 
trust by a Bishop of the Church is Hable for his 
debts. Canon law will be quoted in the case, but 


the degree of weight that will be given to it seems 
to be a matter of conjecture.

spite of the most outrageous frauds. As soon’ 
as the State Board of Canvassers declared the 
election, Mr. O’Connor was served with notice 


of contest by Mr. Maakey, who, upon re- 
ceipt of Mr. O’Connor’s answer, proceeded to! 
take testimony in support of his claim-that he 
and not Mr. O’Connor was elected. When 
Mr. Mackey concluded the taking of his evi- 

dence, testimony was taken in behalf-of Mr. 

O’Connor, and the evidence on both sides is 

ready to be submitted to Congress whenever 
it meets.

He was, however, induced to change his mima, 

because, in view of the large Republican ma- 

jority in the district, no other Democrat of 

prominence could be prevailed upon to accept 

the nomination and to undertake the work of 

overcoming that majority, which Democrats 

here admit can only be done by the commis- 

sion of the most stupendous frauds. 

That there is a Republican majority of at 
least 8,000 or 9,000 in this district is beyond 
dispute, but at the last two elections—18738 and 
1880—that majority, by frauds which would 
have put Tammany to the blush, has been 
transformed into a Democratic majority near- 
ly as large as the actual Republican majority. 
la the election of 1878 a majority of 7,386 was 
returned for the Democratic candidate, M. P. 
O’Connor, who was aliowed by the Democratic 
majority in the Forty-sixth Congress to retain 
the seat, although the evidence taken and sub- 
mitted to Congress by the Republican candi- 
date, E. W. M. Mackey, who contested tna 
election, established the fact beyond dispute 
that Mr. O’Connor’s majority had been ob- 
tained by stutting the ballot-boxes with 
thousands of little tissue tickets, by 
inserting thousands of false names on 
the poll-lists, by substituting thousands of 
Democratic tickets for Republican tickets, by 
destroying the ballot-boxes at several large 
Republican polls, by failing in several: otiier 
large Republican precincts to open the'polls, 
jan by the commission of numerous other 
frauds, The evidence of these frauds was so 
clear and conclusive that, in order to avoid 
being forced to a decision in the case, the Dem- 
ocratic Committee on Elections actually de- 
jayed the printing of the testimony until the 
last session of the late Congress, or until within 
three months of their final adjournment, and 
then, when the evidence was printed, the com- 
mnittee failed to make any disnvosition what- 
ever of the case, although the sitting mem- 
ber made no defense whatever to the 
frauds charged by the _ contestant. In 
the election of 1878, it must_ be 
admitted the tissue ballot frauds of the Dem- 
ocrats took the Republicans by surprise, as 
the most radical Republican in the State,, pre- 
vious to that election, had never dreamed that 
the Democrats of South Carolina, whose chief 
stock in trade had always been their superior 
virtue and intelligence, would resort to such 
vile and shameless frauds.

TELEGRAPH WIRHS IN SEWERS.

\N IMPORTANT EXPERIMENT IN WASHING- 

TON THAT WILL DO AWAY WITH POLES. 

WasHINGTON, June 7.—The Mutual Union 
felegraph Company are extending their wires 
through this city by using the common sewers. 
This is an important experiment, and one which 
all large cities will wateh with great interest, for 
the reason that if successful the unsightly poles 
how used to disfigure the streets will be 
abolished. A large force is now engaged in 
running the wires of this company through the 
city sewers. The numerous wires, which are in- 
tended to make all the connections inside the city, 
are twisted in cable form and covered with a non- 
conductor and water-proof coating. Outside the 
city limits these wires will emerge from 
the sewers and join those placed upon 
poles. The cable made of the twisted 
wires is attached firmly to the arched 
roof or top of the sewer, and thus raised above all 
interference from water, except in case of floods. 
The cables are laid by men who are enveloped in 
rubber clothing and provided with safety lanterns, 
provision being made for Ye eg rnerss resh air to 
the workmen by means of india-rubber tubes at- 
tached to their rubber suits. The wires are passed 
down through the man-hole © tie sewers. The 
Managers of the company who devised this plan 
wlready claim that it isa complete success.

SOME OF THE BREWERS DISPOSED 
TO YIELD. 


SLIGHT CONCESSIONS GRANTED—WESTERN 
BREWERS LOOKING WITH LONGING EYES 
ON THE NEW-YORE MARKET—PEACEFUL 


WORKMEN ASSAULTED, 


The brewers and their employes are still at 


swords’ points. The strike continues, and each 
side emphatically avers that all -concessions must 
come from the other. Both sides are anxious for 
the public’s sympathy. and there are interesting 
stories of appalling wickedness told of one another. 
The strikers, 1,000 strong, spent all day yesterday 


in Wendel's Assembly Rooms, West Forty-fourth 


street. Eloquence, music, and beer—the latter 
given ‘by a sympathizing prewer—comibined to 
while the hours away, and late last night, when 
their meeting adjourned, the workmen were in 
a happy mood, Their leaders boasted that 
of the most prominent brewers the follow- 
ing had given a written pledge to allow 
workmen the demanded 50 cents an hour 
for Sunday work: Obermeyer & Liebmann, J. & M. 
Haffen, Hanestine & Weiss, Marion Brewery, 
Schwaner & Amend, Boulevard Garden Brewery, 
S. Liebmann’s Sons, William Ulmer, M. Seitz’s 
Sons, and F. & M. Suhaefer. The following brew- 
ers have declared that they will entirely abolish 
Sunday work: F. Schaefer, H. Keifer, Otto Hu- 
ber, Dahlbender & Greiner, M. Kuntz, D. Bermes, 
Manhattan Brewery, Charles Rivinius, Weber & 
Amthor, J. & M. Haffen, Smith & Brother, F. & 
M. Schaeffer Brewing Company, Elias & Betz, 
Eckert & Winter, and H. Clausen & Son. Of 
the 1,200 or more original strikers over 200 have 
been allowed to return to work, the employers con- 


tracting to aceede to the demands of the union. A 
member of the Executive Committee of the strikers 
said last night to a Tims reporter that the strikers 
were in receipt of strong communications of in- 
dorsement from not only nearly every trades-union 
in New-York, but also from those in other cities. He 
claimed that a sum of money has been raised in 
their behalf sufficient to bear the family expenses 
of every man out of work, even should the strike 
continue a month. “ And,” he added, ‘when what 
is now available gives out we know exactly where 
to get more.” The strikers are looking also to 
support from another source, which they say will 
bring every employer to terms 60 s00n as 
they learn of it. The newly announced ally 
is from the West. It was suthoritatively 
announced that the striking workmen have 
been in telegraphic communication with ~—— 
brewers in Cincinnati, Toledo, and elsewhere, the 
result of which is likely to be a strong effort upon 
the part of the Western men to run their beer into 
the New-York market so long as the local brewers 
persist in refusing to grant the concessions de- 
manded. Whether or not this original movement 
will succeed in effecting what is desired is a ques- 
tion, but that such a measure is contemplated ap- 
pears from the authoritative statement that a rep- 
resentative of Cincinnati brewing interests is now 
en route for this City. 

The employing brewers had along and exciting 
secret session from a little past noon yesterday till 
dark. There was much animated discussion, some 
of the members expressing a perfect willingness to 
compromise rather than wage a war the results of 
which, even in the event of victory, would be of 
questionable value. The great majority, however, 
were enthusiastically determined to stand by their 
declarations of Monday and refuse utterly to 
make further concessions than those already 
granted. Addresses from Mr. De La Vergne and 
others to this effect were applauded loudly. 
Charles Seitz pleaded for an exhibition of “ back- 
bone;” he wanted to make beer-drinking New- 
York thirst as itead never thirsted before, and lay 
the entire responsibility for a dearth of lager upon 
those men who refuse to work without extra 
pay on Sunday. But Mr. Seitz pleaded in 
Vain. It was urged in opposition to his propo- 
sition that, with all the breweries closed, outside 
manufacturers would rush in and be profited. 
Many of the brewers who on Monday and early 
yesterday had acceded to the strikers were noticed 
in this meeting, and President Scharmann called 
upon them to rise and explain their “strange” ac- 
tion. A dozen accepted the invitation. Some had 
been deceived, some had signed the contracts with- 
out examination, some ha Give the pledge de- 
manded in order to gull their workmen, while 
others there were without even the semblance of 
an excuse of anynature. All expressed the most 
decided regret for their action, and the following 
averment of repentance was entered upon the 
minutes: 

The undersigned brewers of New-York and vicinity 
hereby recall thelr signatures to the declarations 

ranting the demands of the Brewer’s Workmen’s 

nion, and rescind all which they have done by nee 
ing the same: F, Foehrenback, Charles Rivinius, Boulet 
vard Garden Brewery, H. Clausen & Son, 8. Lieb- 
mann’s Sons, Obermeyer & Liebmann, Dahlibender & 
Greiner, William Ulmer, N. Seitz’s Sons, (by proxy,)

pany. 

Following the acceptance of this document the 
association adopted a resolution that if, as_ the 
strikers and their trades-union allies threaten, Boy- 
cotting is inaugurated, no beer shail be delivered, 
under any circumstances, to the customers of 
the Boycotted brewer. It was also resolved 
that the men hereafter shall’ be called upon to de- 
liver no beer to customers on Sunday, and that all 
beer necessary on such days for excursions, &c., 
will be sent by especial employes or must be taken 
from the breweries by.the customers themselves, 
This removes much of the cause for complaint urged 
by the strikers, though when the action was dis- 
cussed by them last night they pooh-poohed it, and 
were of the opinion that the brewers were insincere. 

At their meeting this morning the employing 
brewers will consider a proposition to establish a 
fund of $80,000 for mutual protection, and 
from which Boycotted brewers may _ receive 
such sums as will offset their damages. 
An employment agency is to be started by the 
brewers to-day at No. 12 Frankfort-street, where 
any man applying will be given work, and protec- 
tion assured him from the strikers. It is claimed 
that within a week any able-bodied man can satis- 
factorily do the work which the strikers have been 

erforming, such as running the elevators, shovel- 
Rog grain, scrubbing casks, and attending to the 
tanks. Numerous coinplaints were made yester- 
day by employers that faithful workmen were suf- 
fering abuse and assaults from the strikers. Jobn 
Goeller, of No. 587 West Fifty-seventn-street, a 
striker, attacked George Deppert, of No. 887 
Tenth-avenue, at noon. Justice Murray held him 
in bail to keep the veace, in default of whieh 
he Is to serve 80 days on the Island. 

The Staten Island brewers were unable to get 
out their usual supply of beer yesterday. They 
announced their willingness to reduce working 
hours during the week, but declared a certain 
amount of work must be performed on Sundays. 
The Police are still retained at the breweries. 

The striking brewers of Newark, to the number 
of 120, met yesterday morning in Burger’s Hall, 
William-street, and after some discussion unani- 
mously resolved to adhere to their original demand 
for 50 cents an hour for Sunday work. On the 
other hand, the employers are determined that 
they will not accede to the demand, although will- 
ing to reduce the hours of labor to 12 hours a day. 
The men in Krueger’s brewery, in Newark, and 
Hauck's, in East Newark, are not on strike, as they 
say they are satisfied with their wages and hours 


of labor.

FIGHTING ABOUT BAR FIXTURES. 
Fort Scort, Kan., June 7.—A special dis- 
patch to the 2fonitor from Joplin, Mo., says: *‘ At

Carney fell and was carried home, 
where he is reported to be dying. Thompson lived 
about 20 minutes.

SUSPICIOUS THEFT FROM A PUB. 
LIO OFFIOE. 


ACCOUNTS OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 
STOLEN ON THE EVE OF THEIR EXAM- 
INATION BY EXPERTS—THE ALLEGED 


RESULT OF A FACTION FIGHT. 
Some time ago the Brooklyn Board of Alder- 


men, at the solicitation of Controller Semler, of 


that city, passed a resolution authorizing the lat- 
ter to appoint two experts to examine the accounts 
of the Board of Education, Controller Semler dis- 
covered a discrepancy of $50,000, but this was 


readily and satisfactorily explained. It was the 
custom at the office of the Board of Education to 


furnish books and other supplies to the schools, 


which were not entered up as paid for until 
the money had been received from the schools, 
although the books showed that so much had been 
paid for supplies. While this explanation was 
deemed satisfactory, it did not affect the proposed 


examination of the accounts, which the Controller 
was of opinion would lead to a better system of 
book-keeping. Messrs, Martin and Krehbrel, ex- 
pert accountants, were appointed to make the ex- 
amination by the Controller, and at the meeting of 
the Board of Education yesterday a resolution was 
to have been passed authorizing the employes of 
the board to submit the books and papers to the 
experts. The books and vouchers referred to coy- 
ered the transactions of the Board of Education 
for the past five or six years, and were contained 
in two old-fashioned safes. 

When Secretary George B. W. Stewart reached 
the building occupied by the Board of Education, 
in Red Hook-lane, yesterday morning, the safes 
were locked as usual. He had last opened them on 
Saturday, and did not have oceasion to go to either 
of them again until yesterday afternoon. On open- 
ing the larger of the safes, he was surprised to see 
the shelves almost empty. An examination of the 
smaller safe showed that it also had been visited 
by thieves. The object of the person or persons 
who rifled the safes could not have been to se- 
cure money, as five hundred and odd dollars 
which was in plain view on one of the shelves of 
the smaller safe was not taken. There was no evi- 
dence that the locks, which were of the Yale pat- 
tern, had been forced. After the contents of the 
safes, consisting of ledgers, journals, veuchers, &c., 
sufficient to fill two bushel baskets had been re- 
moved, the safes were again locked, <A careful ex- 
amination of the building was made, but there was 
no evidence anywhere that it had been 
forcibly entered by burglars. When Secreta- 
ty Stewart discovered the robbery, he sent 
for Mr. Williams, Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, who without loss of time communi- 
eated the facts to the Mayor, Controller, and 
Superintendent of Police. At a reguiar meeting 
of the Board of Education yesterday, the facts con- 
nected with the robbery were stated, and a special 
committee was appointed to make an investiga- 
tion. It was also resolved to offer a reward of 
#1,000 for the recovery of the stolen property and the 
arrest of the thief or theives. The only keys to the 
safe were inthe possession of Secretary Stewart 
and Assistant Secretary Wilson, but as the 
safes were very old, and _ the locks 
were of the simplest pattern, without any 
combination, it would have been an easy matter to 
effect the robbery by means of false keys. That 
the guilty parties are directly or indirectly con- 
nected with the Board of Education there seems to 
be no reason to doubt, in view of the importance 
of the stolen books and vouchers to the success of 
the examination upon which the experts were 
about by Hort sod but the motive for the robbery 
seems névertheless to be clouded im mystery. None 
of the ee appropriated for educational pur- 

oses is handled by the employesof the Board of 

iducation except that received for supplies fur- 
nished to the schools, and the apparent discrep- 
aeoy 7. the supply account had already been ex- 
plained. 

Mr. Williams, in his capacity as Chairman of tho 
Finance Committee of the board, recently exam- 
ined all the books and papers that were stolen 
some time between Saturday noon and yesterday 
morning, and found them correct in all respects. 
Mr. Williams, however, said yesterday that he was 
not an expert accountant, and was glad when he 
heard that the books were about to be examined 
by men who could detect at once the presence of 
errors. Mr. Williams could not assign any motive 
forthe robbery, and refused to say that he sus- 
pocee any person connected with the Board of 

ducation. The other members of the board were 
equally reticent. The Police have the’ matter in 
charge, and Superintendent Campbell has placed 
some of his best men on the case. 

Secretary Stewart was strongly of opinion that 
the people who instigated the passage of the reso- 
lution by the Board of Aldermen, calling for an ex- 
amination of the books, were privy to the robbery. 
“These people,” said Mr. Stewart, ‘have an iaea 
that our accounts are not all right, and have caused 
the books to be stolen lest the accounts might be 
straightened out before the experts could get at 
them, and the investigation thus fall through.” 

A re ro member of the Board of Education 
attributed the robbery to the faction in the board 
who were trying to secure the passage of a Dill 
now pending in Albany reorganizing the board and 
aon J its membership. He thought the books 
would be returned in the same mysterious wa 
they had been taken. The accounts, he insisted, 
were perfectly straight, and the object of the men 
who caused the books to be taken was merely to 
bring discredit on the present board and their pet 
scheme of reorganization by the Legislature. 

Controller Sinclair, who did not learn of the rob- 
bery until after he had left his office for the day, 
explaimed that the Board of Estimate were to 
meet soon, and they wanted some light 
as to the amount of approppiation need- 
ed by the Board of Education. The 
books of the board had never been examined, and 
the Controller thought this was a good time to 
have them gone over. He therefore had a resolu- 
tion providing for such an examination passed by 
the Board of Aldermen. ‘There was no need of 
such a resolution,” said Mr. Semler, “ except that 
by it the pay of the examiners could be provided 
for. The Board of Education claims to be a State 
Board and independent of the Controller, but it 
is mot, and I have a fight to have 
the books examined whenever I think best.” 
It seemed very queer to him that everything was 
left in the safes except the account books and 
vouchers, which were exactly the things necessary 
for the experts to examine. Then, too, there were 
a large number of current bills and recently 
paid bills kept on a shelf outside of the 
safes, and these were also among the 
missing papers. The only men who had ae- 
cess to the safes were the Secretary and his as- 
sistant, and it seems to him the robbery must have 
been committed by some ore connected in some 
way with the office. The experts must do the 
best they could with what material is lert, and 
they would go to work on this to-morrow.

From 1858 to Janu- 
ary, 1869, he held the office of Vice-Chancellor of the 
County Palatine of Lancaster. In the latter year 
he was made a Vice-Chancellor of England, and 
soon after knighted. In June, 1870, he became one 
ofthe Lords Justices of the Court of Appeal in 
Chancery, and was sworn of the Privy Council.

WORLD MUTUAL ASSETS. 

ALBANY, June 7.—On Feb. 11, 1880, an order 
was made directing the Superintendent of the In- 
surance Department to distribute the avails of the 
funds deposited with the department by the Worid 
Mutual Life Insurance Company among the per- 
sons found to be entitled thereto in the rate of 83 
percent. After this was done $6,000 remained for 
distribution among certain persons whose names 
appear on the books, but whose claims have not 
been presented.

GRAND LODGE OF MASONS 
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THE CENTENNIAL OOMMUNICA.- 
TION OPENED. 


REPRESENTATIVES FROM EVERY PART OF 
THE STATE GATHERED IN MASONIC HALL 
—OVERTURES TO THE CONNECTICUT 


GRAND LODGR—ANNUAL REPORTS, 


The centennial communication of the Grand 


Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons of the State 
of New-York was opened in ample form yesterday 
afternoon at the Masonic Tempie, Sixth-avenue 
and Twenty-third-street. An unusually large num- 
ber of representatives from the lodges in the City 


and throughout the State was present, and the 
Grand Lodge room Was crowded. At predisely 2 


o'clock R. W. E. L. Gaul, Grand Marshal, ascended 
the dais at the eastern end of the hall, and, calling 
the assemblage to order, announced that the Grand 
officers were about to enter. Tothe organ music 
of Meyerbeer’s ‘Coronation March,” rendered by 
Brother James Pearce, M. B., the officers of the 


Grand Lodge, headed by the Grand Marshal, entered 
the hall, and took seats on the platform. The 
Grand officers present were: M. W. Jesse B, An- 
thony, Grand Master; R. W. Horace S. Taylor, 
Deputy Grand Master; R. W. Benjamin Flagler, 
Senior Grand Warden; R. W. William A. Brodie, 
Junior Grand Warden; R. W. John Boyd, Grand 
Treasurer; R. W. James M. Austin, Grand Secre- 


tary; R. W. and Revs. John G. Webster, 
Charles H. Hall, and J. Bradford Cleaver, Grand 
Chaplains; R. W. E. L. Gaul, Grana Marshal; R. W. 
George W. Wyckoff, Grand Standatd Bearer; R. 
W. Albert G. Goodall, Grand Sword Bearer; R. W. 
Richard_D. Alliger, Augustus A. Brush, and Wil 
liam A. McIntyre, and Thomas Bell, Grand Stew- 
ards; R. W. Jobn W. Vrooman, Senior Grand 
Deacon; R. W. W. Lincoln Sage, Junior Grand 
Deacon; R. W. George H. Raymond, Grand Lec- 
turer; W. Johnston fountain, Grand Pusuivant, 
and W. John Hoole, Grand Tiler. There were also 
present Past Grand Masters Charles Roome, BH.

W. George Van Vliet, of Montana; R. W. Charles 
8. Arthur, of Virginia; R. W. B. M. L. Ehlers, of 
Delaware; R. W. Samuel Godehaud, of Washing- 
ton Territory. and R. W. Alfred B. Price, of the In- 
dian Territory; R. W. Frank R. Lawrence, Chief 
Commissioner of Appeals; R. W. W. T. Woodruff, 
John A. De Remer, Cornelieus Esselstyn, and 
Henry A. Childs. With but two exceptions all the 
District Deputy Grand Masters were present. 

The Grand Master welcomed the representatives 
of the craft to the one hundredth annual commu- 
nication of the Grand Lodge in a brief address, and 
after a prayer by Grand Chaplain Webster, the 
opening ceremonies were conducted in the time- 
honored form. Immediately thereafter the Grand 
Marshal introduced R. W. Charlies Ingoldsby, 
Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of 
South Carolina; R. W. William B. Isaac, Grand 
Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Virginia; 
and R. W. Robert Bingham, Senior Grand Warden 
of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina. They were 
welcomed by the Grand Master, and received with 
the honors due their rank. The Grand Mas- 
ter then proceeded to read his address. 
The document, although of unusual length, 
is one of the ablest addresses’ that 
has ever been presented to a deliberative body, and 
deals with the many questions of interest to the 
craft in the most masterly manner. After con- 
gratulating the fraternity on the occasion of the 
centennial anniversary, he said: ‘I am glad to 
announce that the craft of the Empire State is ina 
prosperous, condition; harmony prevails, and the 
craftsmen are at work with the symbolic tools of 
labor, perfecting the rough ashlars which are to be 
placed in the mystic temple. With the return of 
prosperity to the country, the lodges are beginning 
to feel the impulse which is moving forward the 
wheels of trade, and to reap some of the benefits in- 
cident to the reward which has crowned the efforts 
of the husbandman, manufacturer, and merchant.” 
The relations with all the Grand bodies on this 
continent with whom they were in correspond- 
ence were, he continued, of the most friendly na- 
ture, and this was also the case with foreign Grand 
Lodges. The deaths of R. W. Andrew E. Suffern, 
Chief Commissioner of Appeals; R.W.JosephI,Stein, 
P. D. D. G. M., (one of the victims of the Seawan- 
haka disaster;) R. W. Isaac H. Brown, the late sex- 
ton of Grace Church; KR. W. John Ombony, P. D. 
D. G. M., and R. W. Robert H. Thomas, Grand Li- 
brarian, whioh Occurred during the past year, were 
referred to in fitting terms. In reference to the 
dispute between the Grand Lodges of this State 
and Conneeticut, known as the ebotuck matter, 
which resultedin an edict forbidding al! inter- 
course between the brethren of the two jurisdic- 
tions, Grand Master Anthony said: 

“It was proposed to submit the matter In dispute to 
arbitration, and the Grand Master was authorized to 
respond to any application which might be made to 
him from the Grand Lodge of Connecticut for said 
purpose and to vacate the edict if any settlement 
could be effected, ‘here has been no occasion for the 
exercise of this discretion by the Grand Master from 
the fact that the Grand Lodge of Connecticut will 
not consider the subject of arbitration until the edict 
of non-intercourse is removed. While I do not wish to 
be understood asin any degree offering an apology for 
the Grand Lodge of Connecticut, yet it seems to me, 
brethren, that if we honestly desire a settlement of 
this difficulty, and of that there is no question, we 
must admit that, although we consider our endeavors 
inthe past have not received that consideration to 
which they were entitled, yet by the edict of non-in- 
tercourre we have virtually placed ourselves in a po- 
sition which gives the Grand Lodge of Connecticut an 
excuse, if they choose so to regard it, for taking the 
ground that we should have proposed arbitra- 
tion before resortin to the extreme measure 
of a severance 0 all Masonic intercourse. 
We might proceed to argue this pointof etiquette, 
but why do so when so many interests are at stake ? 
Aamitting that we were justified in the act, yet can 
we not, without in any degree affecting the dignity of 
this Grand Lodge, reconsider the action of last year; 
and in that spirit of charity. which “covers a multi- 
tude of shortcomings, and a wide difference of opin- 
fon, say to the Grand Lodge of Connecticut, we pro- 
pose to meet youon your own ground? We should be 
willing to do much to restore peace and harmony and 
unite the Grand Lodges of this country into one har- 
monious whole. In iaking the stand which we have 
for the maintenance of a vital principle, we are con- 
vinced that we are in theright. Weare further con- 
vinced of that fact from the assurances which have 
come to us through the reportsof the committees 
on foreign correspondence from most of the Grand 
Lodges on this continent. Yo be sure thege are but 
the expressions of opinion Of individual Masons, and 
in no sense to be accepted as the voice of the Grand 
bodies they represent, and yet the almost unanimous 
expression of their disapproval of the position as- 
sumed by the Grand Lodge of Connecticut cannot but 
have its weight. While we arethus upheld in our 
position on the question of the principle involved, 
there is not such a unanimity of opinion as to the 
course adopted in suspending all Masonic intercourse. 
The point atissue between the two Grand Lodges is, 
briefly, can the Grand Lodge of Connecticut, by 
the operation of its own laws, sever the mem- 
bership of a member of a New-York State 
lodge? We say they cannot. Eminent craftsmen 
in other States,who, as members of the committees on 
foreign correspondence, have officially reported, say 
they cannot. The verdict, as far as opinion goes, is in 
our favor. Being convinced that we are right, shall 
we be strenuous upon a question of etiquette, and 
say that we wiilnot yield this point? Does the dig- 
nity of this Grand Lodge require that weshould not 
recede from our declaration of non-intercourse? I 
am as strenuous as any one to maintain our rights and 
occupy the position to which we are entitled as sover- 
eign in ourown jurisdiction, and yet I do say that 
I think it would be to our credit as Masons, and in no 
sense be donsidered as lowering the dignity of this 
Grand Lodge, to recall the edict of non-intercourse, 
and say to the brethren of Connecticut—to its Grana 
Lodge—we propose to submit this question of princt- 
ple to arbitration by our peers. Earnestly desiring as 
« member of the craft that a council of our peers 
should pass in judgment on the case at issue. I do 
recommend that this Grand Lodge consider whether 
it is not our duty to pick up the key and unlock the 
door, which the Grand Lodge of Connecti-ut now as- 
eo stands asa barrier between them and arbitra- 
tion.” 

During the year, the Grand Master continued, 
Perseverance Lodge No, 652, of this City, surren- 
dered its warrant, and sudsequently a petition was 
received praying for a dispensation authorizing the 
revival of the lodge. The Grand Master denied 
the petition, as the lodge was indebtetl several 
hundred dollars to the hall and asylum fund. Ap- 
os wm for dispensations to form three new 
odges were also denied, as, in the opin- 
fon of the Grand Master, there were 
already in this State as many lodges ay 
were necessary, and in many instances the terri- 
tory was more than fully occupied. The Grand 
Master, in reviewing the different ceremonials in 
which he took part, refers at length to the laying 
of the corner-stone of the foundation of the 
obelisk in Central Park, and pays a tribute 
of respect to_ Lieut..Commander Gorringe. 
amember of Anglo-Saxon Lodge, for the zeal and 
energy displayed by him combined with his unsur- 
passed skill as an engineer. In regard to the hall 
and asylum fund, the Grand Master said 
that with the present reyenue, and with- 
out any special effort, the debt on the 
Temple was being reduced year by year, and in 10 
reas it would totally extinguished. and the 
suilding, which is the property of the whole fra- 
ternity, would be free from incumbrance. He con- 
demned, however, the practice of renting the 
Grand Lodge Hall for entertainments of 
yarious kinds, believing it, would be more 
creditable to the eraft to restrict the use of the 
hall to Masonic purposes only. The one-term 
principle in the election of Grand Master which 
has prevailed in this jurisdiction of late years he 
considered hurtful to the best interests of the 
craft, as the experience gained in the first year of 
office as Grand Master would be invaluable to the 
incumbent in gulding him in the faithful discharze 
of his duties during the second term. The Grand 
Master, therefore, thought the one-term principle 
detrimental to the Grand Lodge. Bqually so, he be- 
lieved, was the action of the Grand Lodge last 
year in depriving the past elective Grand officers 
of mileage and per diem compensation, as it de: 
prived the Grand Lodge of the presence and coun- 
sel of brethren whose experience and knowledge of 
Masonic law, gained through years of service 
was of great benefit, and its bestowal shoul 
be deemed a great favor. He deemed the action of 
the Grand Lodge in this matter last year falsely 
economical, and it should be reversed, A large 
number of decisions in matters of controversy be- 
tween lodges in this jurisdiction are contained in 
the address, which concludes by thanking the asso- 
ciate Grand officers and the members of his staff for 
be ne Sering boo st year. Ke ~ gage 
which was lou applauded, was re a 
commmatstes, and 2,500 copies were ordered to be 
printed. 3 

The Grand Secretary then presented his report. 
From this it appears that the total receipts for the

THE STATUE OF LORD BYRON. 
From the Edinburgh Scotsman. 

The long-talked of statue of Byron has at 
length been placed on its pedestal at Hyde Park 
Corner, nearly opposite the famous Achilles. It 
is simply another addition to the too numerous 


fiascos in monumental sculpture that already dis- 
figure the metropolis. The poet is represented as 
sitting on a rock; his dog by his side; he is loosely 
attired, and, with upraised look, pencil in hand, 
and paper on his knee, is presumed to be in the act 
of composition. But héis much mote like a hap- 
less shipwrecked sailor than a successful woer of 
the muse. The figure is flabby, the*face absolutely 
wooden; the eyes especially being very baalr 
modeled, and the head really nothing of Byron's 
compact, well-built cranium, covered with tha 
crisp locks that all portraits give him. The pose of 
the figure is not unlike that of SirJohn Stsell’s 
Burns, at Dundee. That is not, perhaps, an alto- 
gether satisfactory work of art in all respects; but,, 
compared with this of Byron, it is Hyperion to a 
satyr. The face of Burns glows with inspiration, 
and the whole figure bespeaks genius; Byron’s is 
really deplorable. The pedestal, sent from Greece, 
is also unhappy, its red and white streaks 
painfully suggestive of sausage.

FINE RACING IN THE RAIN AT 
JEROME PARK. 

THE BELMONT STAKES WON BY SAUNTERER 
—THE WESTCHESTER OUP CAPTURED BY 
PAROLE—DUPLEX, HINDOO, VAGRANT, 
AND DISTURBANCE THE OTHER WINNERS. 


The American Jockey Club having deter- 
fined to race rain or shine, there was no post- 
ponement yesterday, and less than 2,000 “stal- 
warts” braved the storm and lost themselves in the 
Immense space of the grand stand and quarter 
stretch. A more disagreeable day was never spent 
at Jerome Park, although the racing was excellent 
and caused much enthusiasm. There were six 
races on the programme, and in five of them the 
favorites were successful. The Belmont Stakes 
unexpectedly turned out to be a very close affair, 
and had Eole been ridden with more judgment he 
would undoubtedly have won, for he is a good colt. 
Parole won the Westchester Cup in grand style, 
the old favorite receiving the usual ovation ac- 
corded him when he appears upon the track, The 
details of thé sport follow: 

THE HALF-MILE DASH. 

The proceedings were initiated with a dash of 
half a mile for 2-year olds, winners to carry 5 
pounds extra; purse $500, for which there were 
eight youngsters entered, viz.: Thomas W. Dos- 
well’s b. f, Virgo, by Abdel Kader, out of Ecliptic, 
(Farley;) Dwyer Brothers’ b. f.

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BAD PLUMBING TO BE STOPFED.

PROVISIONS AND PENALTIES UNDER THE 
NEW LAW. 

The text of the bill for the registration of 
plumbers in this City and Brooklyn, which became 
alinw by the approval of the Governor on Satur- 
day, is given below. Although the portion relating 
to the registration does ‘not go into effect before 
March 1, 1882, the remaining and more important 
provisions are now operative. The law as enacted 
is as follows: 

SecTIon 1. On or before the first day of March, 1882, 
every master or journeyman plumber, carrying on his 
trade in the cities of New-York and Brooklyn, shail, 
under such ruleg and regulations "as the respective 
Boards of Health of the Health Departments of said 
cities shall respectively prescribe,register his name and 
address at the Health es page of the said city, and 
after the said date it shall not be lawful for any per- 
s0n to carry on the trade of plumbing In the said cities 
oan a nameand address be registered as above 
provided. 

Sxc. 2. A list of the registered plumbers of the City 
of New-York sball be published in the City Record at 
least once in each year. 

Src. 3. The arainage and plumbing of all buildings, 
both public and private, hereafter erected in the City 
of New-York or in the city of Brooklyn, shall be exe- 
cuted in accordance with plans previously approved 
in writing by the Board of Health of the said Health 
Departments of said cities. respectively. Suitable 
drawings and descriptions of the said plumbing and 
drainage shallin each case be submiited and placed 
the Heaith Department. The said Boards of 
Health are also authorized to receive and place on file 
Grewings and descriptions of the plumbing and drain- 
age of buildings erected prior to the passage of this 
act in their respective cities. 

Szc. 4 The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
of the City of New-York shall add $6,000 to the appor- 
tionment of the Health Department for the year 1881, 
and shall insert the same in the tax levy, to proviae 
for carrying out the provisions of this act, so far as it 
relates to the City of New-York, 

Src. 5. Any court of record in said cities respec- 
tively, or any Judge or Justice thereof, shall have 
power at any time after the service of notice of the 
violation of any of the provisions of this act, and upon 
the affidavit of one of the Commissioners of Health of 
the said cities, to restrain by injunction order the fur- 
ther progress of any violation named fn this act, or of 
any work upon or about the buildings or premises 
upon which the said violation exists, and no under- 
taking shall be by sarang as & condition to the granting 
or issuing of such injunction, or by reason thereof. 

Sec. 6. Any ay Mie yon | eny of the provisions 
of this act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Suc. 7, This act shall take effect immediately. 


Prof. Chandler had not read the law yesterday, 
but he and his colleagues will consult with the 
Brooklyn sanitary authorities. The following reg- 
ulations, which were drawn up after the Healt 
Commissioners had consulted with the most intel- 
ligent plumbers and eminent sanitary engineers, 
will probably be the basis of the regulations to be 
issued under the new law: 


"The following plan of construction has been ap- 
proved by the Board of Health: When the work is 
completed, and before it is covered from view, the 
board should be notified that it may send its In- 
spector, upon whose report the board will act upon its 
fina! approval. 

* All materials to be of good quality and free from 
defects; the work to be executed in a thorough and 
proper manner. 

“All the plumbing in the house so placed as to be 
readily inspected, 

“Every soli-pipe and waste-pipe of iron, and ex- 
tending through and at least two feet above the roof, 
of undiminished size.

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WHITTAKER’S TRIAL ENDED 


CONCLUDING ARGUMENTS OF THZ 
JUDQGE-AD VOCATE. 

NO IMPORTANCE ATTACHED TO THE UNDER- 
WRITING ON THE NOTE OF WARNING— 
WHITTAKER’S WRITINGS DISCUSSED— 
THE CADET’S CONTRADICTIONS. 


In opening the concluding portion of his 
argument before the Whittaker court-martial, 
yesterday, Major Asa Bird Gardner, the Judge- 
Advocate, first considered the note of warning and 
the metnods of the defense in contradicting the 
evidence given by the Government experts con- 
cerning it. Its underwriting, he said, was clearly 
discernible to every member of the court. The 
whole subject of underwriting, however, was but 
an incident, and not a specially important one at 
that. Yet a number of witnesses had been brought 
by the defense to swear they could not see 
what Mr. Southworth swore he saw, and the 
time of the court had been needlessly taken up in 
the consideration of a minor matter. Had he 
thought so much time would have been devoted to 
this simple subject, he would certainly never have 
introduced it., Mr. Southworth and the other Gov- 
ernment experts, by theirflong experience and 
skill in detecting questioned handwriting, had 
been able to point out modes of detection of re- 
semblances never before known to the members 
of this court. It was precisely in the direction pur- 
sued, for example, by an astronomer, A person 
might look at the heavens for years and see no 
constellations, but an astronomer of experience 
onsome occasion points one out, and then the 
observer is surprised that he never saw it be- 
fore. The expert witnesses in handwriting intro- 
duced by the defense were subjected by the Judge- 


Advocate to the severest criticism. Their ig- 
norance, want of experience and character were, 
he claimed, so patent that their testimony ought 
to have no weight whatever with the court. Of 
Mr. Stimpson he said: “He crowned his unenviable 
career last October, when he went in the morning 
to the office of certain reputable attorneys and 
said that the Morey letter was a forgery, and then 
early in the afternoon voluntarily went to the of- 
fice of a newspaper and swore to a long affidavit 
to the effect that President Garfield wrote the let- 
ter. Did the learned counsel for the defense pur- 
posely introduce this miserable witness in order to 
disgust and weary the court with expert testi- 
mony?” 

Of the handwriting of the note of warning the 
Judge-Advocate said it had astrong and character- 
istic resemblance to the writing of Cadet Whit- 
taker, a fact which was conceded by the defense 
and was epparent to all. It followed, then, that 
this resémblance resulted either from its having 
been written by Whittaker in the endeavor to dis- 
guise his hand, or that it was written by another in 
the attempt to simulate Whittaker’s own writing. 
Four of the most eminent and reliable experts in 
handwriting in the country had testified that the 
note was in the disguised writing of Cadet Whit- 
taker. Had the note been asimulation it would 
have contained no such oddities as were found in 
the “S" in Sunday, the capital ‘‘A’s,’’ the figure 
**4.” the terminal hook in ‘“‘ill,” and the initial 
“y” in “You.” These letters would have 
been either better copies of Whittaker’s 
letters or if not copied from his letters 
for want of copy they would have taken some 
more natural and graceful form. It was also illus- 
trated that the unconscious writing habit of Whit- 
taker was repeated ina manner and to a degree 
that precluded the possibility of its being so by 
mere accidental coincidence or from simulation. 
It was scarcely possible that any simulator, how- 
ever expert, could have made himself so complete- 
ly master of Whittaker’s unconscious habit as to 
have reproduced it so fully in every respect. The 
speaker charged that when the Cadets at West 
Point were required to furnish specimens of 
their handwriting Whittaker disguised his 
handwriting in both the specimens’ he 
contributed. If Whittaker had been innocent 
would not his usual writing be likely to suggest his 
innocence? Why should he on that occasion have 
changed the style of his whole writing? The truth 
of the whole matter was that Whittaker was afraid 
to furnish an honest specimen. It had been insinu- 
ated that the writer of specimen No. 27 wrote the 
note of warning. Mr. Hagan had pointed out the 
very clear differences in the styles of No. 27 and 
Whittaker. Now, if No, 27 had been friendly 
enough to Mr. Whittaker to prevent, by writing 

‘such a note, the alleged outrage, he would cer- 
tainly have been friendly enough to save the ac- 
cused from the penitentiary on the accusation of 
haying written it. If the defense really believed 
No. 27 was the author of the note, it would have 
been very easy to ascertain from the lecture notes 
of the Cadets In Capt. Sears’s possession who 
he was. The fact that the defense made no effort 
to produce him on the witness stand was a pre- 
sumption against the inference sought to be con-. 
veyed that he wrote the note signed *‘ A Friend.” 

The language of the note, the Judge-Advocate 
argued, was stilted. It was also doubly dated, and 
there was too much formality in the fact. Notes 
of warning not sent through the mail were gen- 
“erally on scraps of paper, written hurriedly and 
with little formality. Whence came the word 
‘fixed?’ It was not in the Cadet vernacular 
slang, Was it not rather suggestive of the Kuklux 
and Molly Maguire districts of South Carolina a 
few years ago? Whittaker admitted that he’ 
thought little of the note, yet he showed it to two 
colored persons, and even wrote to his mother of 
his strange forebodings of someillor trick. In 
every one of Whittaker’s statements concerning 
the affair the Judge-Advocate found strong grounds 
of improbability. Was it reasonable, he asked, to 
suppose that a healthy young man of average 
strength and activity. and presumptively a brave 
soldier, could be attacked, thrown on the floor, 
bound, and mutilated as Whittaker said he was, 
in the midst of a continuous barrack containing 
over 240 young men, and this in the fur- 
thest top room of a tier of halls having 16 
rooms opening into them, every room having at 
least one occupant, and all but three having two; 
most of the ventilators and transoms open, and 
nearly every man accustomed to awake upon an 
unusual noise; the three men in going and coming 
having to pass near at least 14 doors, and by or 
under as many ventilators, opening directly over 
the bed of a Cadet, with steam-heaters as collect- 
ors and steam-pipes as transmitters of sound, with 
opeu spaces around the pipes running down to the 
rooms below—was it possible under all these cir- 
cumstances that such an alleged outrage could 
Beye 1008 perpetrated and not a sound have been 

eard? 

The perfect matching of the edges of the note 
of warning with the edges of the sheet. of paper 
on which was written the letter from Whittaker 
to his mother, as illustrated by Mr. Southworth, 
was also discussed by the Judge-Advocate, and the 
fact was pointed out that Mr. Southworth had suc- 
ceeded in demonstrating his ability to match the 
edges of torn paper to the complete satisfaction of 
the court. The Judge-Advocate also pointed out 
what he considered the many discrepancies that 
occurred in Whittaker’s several statements of the 
affair. He was amazed that the accused-had ever 
dared to narrate such a story. Although Whit- 
taker had here so glibly declared his suspicions and 
belief that Lieut. Burnet and Cadet McDonald 
each were among his assailants, he was forced to 
admit that Cadet McDonald could only have been 
the short man of the three. Then the inquiry as to 
Burnet’s height, whether he was talier or shorter, 
suddenly opened his eyes to the dilemma ir which 
his testimony had placed him, and he was forced to 
admit, desperately, ‘“f don’t know.” He could 
not help knowing that Burnet was a foot 
shorter than himself, for Burget bad been four 
years with himin the corps, d probably was 
shorter even than Cadet McDonald. His evidence 
revealed innumerable contradictions, too many to 
be cited in the brief spaceto be occupied by any 
argument, however long drawn out. That Cadet 
Whittaker could have called out for help without 
being heard was as absurd as many other state- 
ments of of his, for was there not the evidence of 
19 Cadets and 8 commissioned officers who roomed 
beside him and below him? Had they not all de- 
clared positively that they heard no cries, and that 
there could have been no difficulty in hearing them 
hadany been uttered ? 

In conclusion, Major Gardner said: ‘‘ Can there 
be any reasonable oubt leftin your minds as to 
his guilt after considering all these contradictions 
on material points and all the probabilities of the 
case that the note of warning was torn from the 
same paper as his letter to his mother, that 
the writing of the note so markedly resembied his 
writing, and then his efforts at disguising his hand 
in writing his dictated notes at West Point and be- 
fore this court, and lastly, his declaration in rela- 
tion to the cut on the back of his hand? 
If this court has no reasonable doubt 
of the guilt of this accused, under the charges and 
specifications, it must award the punishment pre- 
scribed by law. That punishment, under the sec- 
ond charge, the law says, shall bea fine and im- 
prisonment in the Penitentiary.’’ Major Gardner 
then thanked the court for its close attention to 
his argument. He was warmly congratulated by 
many friends, after the adjournment, on the in- 
genully and skill he had displayed in his summing 
vp. The crowd filed my out, and Officer Van 

alkenburgh closed for the last time in the history 
of the Whittaker court-martial the doors which he 
has so faithfully guarded for weeks. The court 
will meet on Friday to consider their verdict, but 
there will be no more public sessions.

ITER EAT EE SORENSON HS 


The reports made by the national banks in 
the United States, showing their condition on 
the 6th of last month, have been summar- 
ized, and an abstract of them will be found 


in our Washington dispatches this morning. 


They indicate an extremely healthy state of 


business, The loans and discounts, with 


overdrafts, amount to a trifle less than eleven 
hundred millions, while the individual de- 
posits are within sixty-seven millions 
of this total. The circulation actually out- 


standing is a little less than three hundred 


and ten millions, while the gold coin and 


gold certificates held by the banks amount 
to nearly one hundred and fifteen millions. 
The banks had on hand, at the date of the 
reports, only some eight million dollars of 


silver, of which one million two hundred 


and sixty thousand dollars was represented 


by certificates. There is every reason to 


feel satisfaction with the general condition 
of the banks. 


Russia's political troubles are being copied 


in miniature by Bulgaria. Its present ruler, 


Prince ALEXANDER, ignoring the very exist- 
ence of the National Council, one of the 
most cherished of Bulgarian institutions, has 
formulated a series of demands tending to 


‘make his rule as absolute as that of Henry 
‘VUL or Lovrs XIV. Failing the conces- 


sion of these, at present strongly opposed, 
he threatens to abdicate and to leave Bul- 
garia without a head, asin 1878. But this 
menace, so effective a month ago, seems to 


have lost its foree. The moderates have 
replied by coolly suggesting Prince Vat- 


DEMAR, Of Denmark, as his successor. The 
violent addresses of the native students, the 
importation of arms from Russia, the ru- 
mored concentration of troops in the North, 


augur the possibility of a direct appeal to 


force, the effect of which upon the other 


Slavonian communities and upon Europe at 
large can scarcely be calculated. 


In another column will be found the text 
of the plumbers’ registration bill which 
became a law by the Governor’s signature 
on Saturday. The necessity for such a 
statute will be appreciated by every house- 
holder. Most, if not all, of the contract- 
built houses in this City and Brooklyn have 
defective plumbing, and reckless compe- 
tition has so demoralized the business that 
honest plumbers refuse to bid on contract 
work. The plumbing of brown-stone-front 
houses has been let as low as $75— 
less than the cost of the materials, 
A large proportion of so-called plumbers are 
tinkers, gas-fitters, or men who have been 
brought up to painting, bricklaying, shoe- 
making, and other trades. The compulsory 
registration of all plumbers under rules to be 
prescribed by the Board of Health, and the 
filing of all plans for plumber work, which 
must conform to certain salutary require- 
ments, will afford security alike against in- 
competent workmen and inadequate work. 
In Boston, Baltimore, Philadelphia, and 
Washington, similar legislation has been pro- 
posed and will doubtless follow the enact- 
ment of the New-York law. 
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FRAUDS IN THE FEDERAL GOV. 
ERNMENT. 


The revelations recently made, and still 
being made, in regard to the frauds in the 
postal service show certain sources of cor- 
ruption in the Federal Government, which 
should receive more than passing notice. 
They recall the Crédit Mobilier scandal in 
Congress, and the disgraceful incident in the 
War Department which ruined the reputation 
of Gen. BELKNAP. But they differ from those, 
‘which were comparatively isolated instances 
of misconduct. An adroit schemer in Con- 
gress, with an unscrupulous set of jobbers 
at his back, used unclean means to obtain 
the aid of the Government for his enterprise. 
A gallant, but morally feeble, soldier, amid 
the temptations of ‘Washington permitted 
his hands to be soiled with gifts from 
those to whom he could show fa- 
vor. But, in both cases, the corrup- 
tion: was of a comparatively naked 
‘and simple: sort, and its practice was not 
raised to the level of.a system. “In the star 
route swindling we havea very different 
state of .affairs. This plundering of the 
Treasury has gone on for years. One Ad- 
ministration has followed another; the Post- 
master-General has been changed time and 
again; there have been revolutions and 
counter-revolutions in each house of Con- 
gress; Democratic committees have replaced 
Republican committees, and the work of 
the one set has been revised by the 
other, but through all the stealing has 
gone ou, the methods have been developed, 
the limits have been steadily extended. Or- 
ganized bands of plunderers, with their 
‘agents and attorneys in Washington and 
their tools in the Post Office Department, 
have year after year carried out their plans 
without serious interruption, Congress has 
voted the money, the department has dis- 
tributed it, and among the scores in the ex- 
ecytive and legislative service whose duty 
it was to have known of the frauds and to 
expose them, not one has lifted his voice, 
until the investigation of last Winter. 


The most remarkable feature of the case, 
and the one which bears most directly on 
the causes of this long-lived and apparently 
impregnable system of fraud, is the fact 
that after the investigation had shown the 
nature of the frauds, and after the responsi- 
bility for them had been definitely fixed, 
the supplies for the star routes were 
voted, practically without a serious 
effort to put a stop to the swindling, 
while the head of the business was 
allowed to remain undisturbed in his official 
position. It is plain that a governmental 
machinery under which this could occur is 
somewhere very defective. Itis not one of 
those cases from which partisan advantage 
can be gained. Itis not a problem of re- 
form to be solved by a change of parties. 
Both parties are, by their representatives, 
responsible. The trouble is that the respon- 
sibility cannot be brought clearly home. 
There is really no assurance, if Mr. Jamzs 
should succeed in completely purifying the 
service, that in ten years the causes which 
have led tothe existing corruption wouid 
not produce more of the same sort, possibly 





under different forms and with different de- 
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vices, but acting in substantially the same 
way and with equal impunity. 

The basis of the trouble lies in the relation 
of the executive departments to Congress. 


Ostensibly the legislative and executive 


branches of the Government are independent, 


In reality, they are intimately connected, but 
by bonds which are far from legitimate. 
That Congress holds the purse strings was 
intended and supposed to give to that body 


complete control over any tendency to neg- 


lect or malfeasance on the part of the Execu- 


tive. As a matter of fact, it gives to indi- 
viduals in Congress a capital on which to 
trade more or less corruptly with the depart- 
ments. In the star route matters, Congress- 
men were constantly found praying the 


Post Office Department to carry out the 


very schemes by which the Government was 


plundered. It isnot probable in these in- 
stances that the Congressmen got any gain 
from this source beyond popularity 
at home, and the aid, with their 


constituents, of the contractors, which 


was important, But, whatever the gain, 


men who were thus compromised were dis- 
armed when any question of interfering 
with the department came up. The process 
of combination Known as ‘“‘log-rolling’’ 


gave to the friends of each scheme the aid 


of the rest who were implicated in like 


fashion. Both parties were involved, and 


Congressional supervision became a dis- 
graceful farce. 


The state of things existing in regard to 


the star routes and the Post Office is in com- 


plete harmony with general practice. Where 


there are no favors of a direct and pecuniary 
value to be given from the departments, 
there are appointments or ‘‘ patronage’’ to 
be made the equivalent for Congressional 


complacency. When our jealous forefathers 


carefully erected the executive into a sepa- 
rate branch of the Government and equipped 


Congress with complete control over it, 
they little dreamed what a complete perver- 
sion of their intentions would be made by the 


spoils system of appointments, and how 


these distinct departments would become in- 


terested partners in the common trade of 
patronage-mongering. It is the spirit of this 
traffic that has made the star route business 
possible, that has invested Brapy and his 
guilty subordinates with a sort of ‘‘ tenure for 
bad behavior,” that has prevented the ex- 
posure of the swindling by some of the many 
officials who were cognizant of it, and that 
has silenced or thwarted investigation in 
Congress. The remedy lies in the abolition 
of patronage, which will give more honest 
and capable officials to all the departments, 
introduce more independent and honest men 
in Congress, and tend to destroy the tempta- 
tion to jobbery on the one hand and the 
means of covering it up on the other. 


MORE COURTESY OF THE SENATE. 


There is weeping and lamentation among 
the employes of the United States Senate. 
It is hardly necessary to add that the woe 
is confined to the bosoms of the children 
of the Democracy. There are almost no 
Republican employes of the Senate. It was 
to secure the privilege of appointing these 
that so many Republican Senators manfully 
though ineffectually struggled through the 
dead-lock. On their part, the Democrats 
urged that it was a cruel thing to remove 
Democratic employes, after they had settled 
down comfortably to the prospect of having 
their places all Summer, drawing pay and 
doing no work. It was a monstrous piece 
or injustice, they said, to use the unex 
pected Republican majority in the 
Senate to dismiss to the cold chari- 
ties of the world a set of very 
deserving Democratic servants, all unpre- 
pared as they were to encounter the slings 
and arrows of outrageous fortune. If the 
Democrats could only be allowed to stay in 
place until the next session of Congress 
they would go out peaceably, although re- 
luctantly. This seemed reasonable and 
plausible. The Senate adjourned, leaving 
the Democrats in undisturbed possession. 
Messrs. ConKLING and PLatr had suddenly 
thrown the majority in the Senate into the 
hands of the Democrats, and, even if they 


had wished to oust the ‘“‘ faithful public 


servants’? of whose woes they had heard so 
much, the Republicans were now powerless 
to touch them. Drawing a long sigh of re- 
lief, the aforesaid faithful public servants 
gayly prepared for their Summer vacations. 


This is what may be called a neat stroke 
of business. It is so thoroughly and char- 
acteristically Democratic that it deserves a 
passing notice. It is likely that the same 
men who, with mingled pathos and indigna- 
tion, argued the cause of the faithful public 
servants before the Senate, had even then in 
their minds the little plan by which they 
were to hoist out the partisans of their po- 
litical associates and drop in their own. 
They had tears for the Democrats who were 
to be put out by the Republicans, but none 
for Democrats who were to be put out by 
Democrats. It was a great hardship to dis- 
miss the aforesaid public servants without 
first giving them notice that their places 
were wanted. But it was only fair 
for Democrats to do the thing which 
it was wicked for the Republicans to even 
think of. We should be glad to hear 
from that eminent war-horse, ex-Senator 
Eaton, on this interesting subject. Mr. 
Eaton was the backer of Mr. P. F. Burier, 
one of the Senate clerks, and of Mr. Joun 
W. Laks, Assistant Superintendent of the 
Senate document room. These two gentle- 
men were among those for whom the Demo- 
crats pleaded so ably and eloquently that 
they might be permitted to stay in place 
during the Summer. Mr. Eaton, being 
practically dead for all nolitical purposes, 
his surviving brethren proceed to administer 
upon his political estate. His men are 
turned out. The same calamity has over- 
taken a friend of ex-Senator Wuytk, who 
has been thrust out of his humble place as 
messenger because a Southern Senator has a 
friend to be provided for. And the cheerful 
work of putting out one set of Democrats 
and putting in another set of Democrats is 
still in progress. 

But the wiles of a Democratic politician 
are past finding out. The faithful public 
servants only escaped the ravening Republi- 
cans to fall into the hands of a more deceit- 
ful destroyer. It had been pleaded in their 
behalf that they were too weak and feeble 
to endure the blasts of a cold, cold world 
without due warning and preparation. It 


would be wicked for the Republicans to 
turn them out. but it would be good for the 
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Democrats to do that very thing. The real 


fact was that the places of the faithful ones, 
who had borne the heat and burden of the 
day, were wanted for other Democrats as 


good as they. So, assoon asthe naughty and 


hard-hearted Republicans were safely off, the 


Democrats who had lingered stealthily about, 


began to ‘‘ bounce’”’ the faithful public ser- 
vants in whose behalf they had lately shed so 
many briny tears. Evidently, the Democrats 
argued among themsclves that ft would not be 


for long that they would have the use and en- 


joyment of the patronage of the Senate. 


They must make it go as far as possible. 
On the principle laid down by the celebrated 
Democratic Door-keeper of the House who 
was ‘“‘a biger man than old GRANT,’’ it was 


best to fill one place with two men, when 


there were more men to be provided for than 


places & put them in. Then, again, where 
was the use of having the appointees of 
Democratic ex-Senators filling places which 
might be used by the protégés of Senators 


in place? For all practical purposes, ex-Sena- 


tors Wauiace, Eaton, Wnyrte, and the 


rest, were as good as dead. So the ap- 
pointees of these retired statesmen were re- 
moved, and the friends of Democratic Sena- 
tors in power were put into their berths. 


This is strictly & family quarrel, In it 


Republicans have no concern, except as far 


as it illustrates Democratic methods. When 
the Democratic Senators argued, during the 
long dead-lock, that the distribution of 
patronage was the only thing under consid- 


eration, and that the Republican majority 


had no moral right to disturb the Demo- 


cratic employes of the Senate until the be- 
ginning of the next session, THe Times took 
occasion to say that this was entirely too 
small a matter for debate, and that the 


affected anxiety of the Democrats for their 


retainers was insincere, This has been 


proved to be the correct view of the case. 
Both parties, however, are responsible 
for the extravagant and unbusiness-like 
way in which the patronage ismanaged. A 


large number of the Senate employes have an 


indefinite leave of absence during the Sum- 


mer. They draw their pay, or it is sent to 
them, wherever they may be. It is a good 
thing in politics to have an appointment in 
the gift of the Senate or House, for, when 
Congress adjourns, the appointee may go 
home to his politics or other trade secure in 
the possession of a comfortable salary until 
the following December. The paternal Gov- 
ernment pays him full wages for an idle 
Summer. Business men do not manage 
their affairs in this way. But Senator 
Harris, for example, is not a business 
man, but a politician. Although Sen- 
ator Harris despises in a  Repub- 
lican the offense of nepotism, he puts 
his son into a Senate office where he draws 
an annual salary of $2,400, and then de- 
mands for him leave of absence until next 
December, and this able young person is 
thus getting something for nothing, and this 
is the reason why the virtue.and the love of 
fair play which may be supposed to dwell 


in even the Democratic breast, could not 


withstand the temptation to turn out one set 
of Democratic employes to make room for 
others. The friends of the ex-Senators had 
done the work and had drawn the pay be- 
longing to their places during the Winter. 
The friends of Senators Vest, Jonas, Cock- 
RELL, and others will now have the work 
without the pay, for, in Democratic estima- 
tion, an ex-Senator is as good as dead, 


BUSINESS OR A PROFESSION? 


College boys who are now about to pass 
the examinations which will finally deter- 
mine their fitness to receive the Bachelor’s 
degree will find much food for profitable 
thought in the announcement that the Hon. 
E. J. M. Hatz, of Haverhill, Mass., a Dart- 
mouth graduate, has just died, leaving 
an estate variously estimated at from 
$5,000,000 to $8,000,000. Probably not 20 
per cent. of American college graduates die 
possessed of a thousandth part of the 
great sum Mr. Haz has left. How did he 
become so rich? Not in the law, medicine, 
or in any salaried position, but in woolen 
mills. Mr. HALE was born in 1813, and took 
his diploma at Dartmouth in 1835, in the 
class with HARry Hreparp, an able law- 
yer, who represented New-Hampshire three 
terms in Congress; Cyrus 8. Ricnarps, a4 
classical teacher of high repute, long at the 
head of Kimball Union Academy at Meri- 
den, N. H., and Perer T. WasHpurn, 
a lawyer of eccentric manners, but of 
great learning and ability, who was Govern- 
or of Vermont in 1869-70, and lived and 
died at Woodstock in that State. 


Mr. Haz turned to none of the learned 
professions for a means of support, but be- 
came interested in manufacturing very soon 
after leaving college. Before he had reached 
middle life he was the proprietor of exten- 
sive woolen mills in Littleton, N. H., and in 
‘Haverhill. Later he brought his various man- 
ufacturing interests together at South Grove- 
land, Mass., near Haverhill, where he engaged 
extensively in the making of woolen goods 
and probably made most of his money. He 
possessed also much valuable real estate in 
this City and in Chicago. Out of his ample 
means he founded the Haverhill Public Li- 
brary, which he has permanently endowed 
with a fund of more than $100,000, and he 
lately purchased a site for a city hospital 
for Haverhill, and has provided for the 
erection of the building. At South 
Groveland he erected a church for the 
St. James’s Episcopalian Society. The 
provisions of his will have not yet 
been announced. Mr. Haww’s career is 
a striking exception to the general rule that 
a liberal education is a bartoriches. About 
half the graduates of our colleges choose 
the law, a considerable percentage—much 
smaller than formerly—enter the ministry, 
many become physicians, some teach, some 
try journalism, but very few go into busi- 
ness. They seem to forget the maxim— 
which hundreds of moderately famous men 
have lost the opportunity of making them- 
selves really great by not uttering—that he 
who would get rich must sell something. 
The surest thing to sell is not a fine or 
‘‘ high-toned”’ class of goods, like elegant 
watches or pictures or books, which few 
buy, but something that everybody must 
have, like woolen goods or stoves or boots 
or beef. 

The feeling so common among college 
men that they are two fine-grained for busi- 
ness, and are obliged by the fact of being 
liberally educated to choose a learned pro- 
fession. is the silliest sentimentaliam. It ia. 
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just as honorable to sell a stove, an honest 
stove, without flaws in the casting and solid- 
ly put together, as to draw up a summonsand 
complaint. For young Bachelors to talk 


about the reputations they have to make 


and the unworthiness of mere money-getting 


as reasons for choosing a professional rather 


than a business life, is two-thirds moonshine 
and the other third cant. There is nothing 
in the possession of a diploma which justi- 
fies the assumption that its holder must seek, 


more than men of fewer attainments, to dis- 


tinguish himself or that he will be more 


likely to win distinction. Taking the world 
together, college men do not carry off more 
than their share of the prizes. Any man of 
good parts, whether he has ‘‘ been through 


college” or not, is expected to make a place 


and some little reputation for himself; a 
college degree is to be reckoned only as a 


favoring circumstance whose absence is by 
no means fatal to success. 


No sensible man, no matter What has been 
the nature of his training, looks upon a 


business career as beneath him. It will not 


do for any young man who must make his 
own way in life to flatter himself that it is 
nobler to earn two thousand dollars a year 
in the law than to make two or three times 


as much in trade, If college graduates 


could get rid of such foolish notions, and 


were able to take a juster view of the rela- 
tive probabilities of substantial success in 
the various occupations that are open to 
them, we should hear less about the 


overcrowding of the professions, The 
lack of capital ought not to deter 


the ambitious young Bachelor of Arts from 


entering business. Most of the world’s rich 
men have started in life with no other capi- 
tal than their brains. The main thing is to 


get to work at something, andto grow. A 


college education ought to be quite as 


serviceable an equipment for a business 


career as for the practice of a profession, 
and its possessor should be just as 
confident of rising in one as in 


the other. If there were: more college 


men like Mr. Hate the endowments and 


benefactions upon which our colleges sub- 


sist might be more generally than now the 
gift of their graduates. One of the argu- 
ments which so-called practical men employ 
against colleges in general is based on the 


fact that the funds which sustain them 
come almost entirely from business men 
with a common school education. 





A YEARS WORK. 

The American Canoe Association has 
issued the programme of its second annual 
meeting, to be held at Lake George on the 
lith, 12th, and 13th of August next. There 
are to be thirteen races, including every va- 
riety of race in which ‘a canoe can possibly 
engage, and as the canoeists are to camp to- 
gether on an island, they will have every 
opportunity to study one another’s canoes, 
out of the water as well as in it. At the 
Lake George meeting last August, when thé 
American Canoe Association was formed, 
there were thirty-one canoes present; and 
as the association has since that date nearly 
quadrupled its membership, it is understood 
that at least seventy-five canoes will find 
their way to Lake George next August. 

The impulse given to canoeing by the 
formation of the American Canoe Associa- 
tion; was greater than the most sanguine 
friends of the sport had ventured to hope. 
Three canoe clubs united to form the asso- 
ciation, but in less than eight months after- 
ward eleven new clubs had been formed and 
had enrolled themselves on the list of the as- 
sociation. Meanwhile, hundreds of men 
throughout the country had discovered the 
existence of the cruising canoe, and had fur- 
nished themselves with canoes without con- 
necting themselves with ‘any club. Some 
idea of the growth of the demand for canoes 
may be gained from the fact that all the 
half-dozen canoe builders in the country find 
it impossible to keep up with their orders, 


and one firm, which, with the aid of ingen-. 


ious machinery, turns out five canoes daily, 
is still unable to meet the demands made 
upon it. Toa very large extent this sudden 
and wide-spread interest in canoeing is due 
to the association, and had it accomplished 
nothing else it would have fully justified its 
existence. 


Since the canoe is designed solely for 
cruising, it may strike the acute critic that a 
canoe regatta is a departure from the real 
aim of canoeing. However this may be, it 
is certain that a regatta must always be a 
prominent feature of any large meeting of 
canoeists, if for no other reason than that it 
furnishes an attractive spectacle, It should 
be remembered, moreover, that a canoe re- 
gattais something more than a mere boat- 
race. It is virtually a competitive examina- 
tion of canoe models and canoe rigs. The 
races at Lake George next August are so ar- 
ranged as to thoroughly test the canoes that 
may take part in them. There are many 
different models as well as classes of canoes, 
and the different rigs are legion. <A re- 
gatta in which every canoe has an oppor- 
tunity to be matched against every other 
canoe, not merely under sail and under 
paddle, but in circumstances which will test 
its strength and lightness and the ease with 
which it can be handled, must be of great 
use in determining the comparative merits 
of different models and different rigs. Al- 
though the two classes of sailing and paddling 
canoes must always be distinct, it is certain 
that there must be such things as the best 
possible modei for a sailing canoe and the 
best possible model for a paddling ca- 
noe, and the canoe regatta must be an aid to 
the discovery of the perfect model. -Among 
the dozen different rigs there must be one 
which is decidedly better than any other, 
and it is only by a competitive test that this 
rig can be discovered. The materials of 
which canoes are built can be compared and 
their relative merits ascertained by canoeists 
who have the opportunity to watch a fleet 
of seventy-five canoes during three successive 
days of carefully arranged tests, and no 
matter how old and experienced a canoeist 
may be, he can hardly attend a meeting like 
that at Lake George without, gaining valu- 
able hints as to the fitting and equipment of 
@ canoe. 

Incidentally a gathering of one or two 
hundred canoeists must stimulate the inter- 
est in cruising. Around the camp-fire 
stories of cruises will be told and new 
cruises planned. Two canoeists are to start 
from Lake George on the 15th of August 
for a little cruise of 12,000 miles, extending 
from Lae George to Trinidad, South 
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America, They will reach the Gulf of 
Mexico by way of the Mississippi, and 
after coasting along Mexico and. South 
America, will touch at the West India Is!- 
ands, and cruise northward through the 


lagoons between Florida and Chesapeake 


Bay. Their example must have i# effect in 
leading men to undertake long canoe cruises, 
and it is not impossible that 12,000 miles 
may before very long be surpassed by some 
ardent canoeist ambitious of gaining the 


medal for the “‘ longest canoe cruise.” 


In the brilliant prospects of American 


canoeing there is nothing that can render a 
lover of athletic sports uneasy. The ‘‘ pro- 
fessional’? element, which has so often con- 
verted boat-races and base-ball matches into 


pretexts for gambling, cannot intrude itself 


among canoeists, for a ‘“ professional”’ 


canoeist is as impossible as a professional 
player of ‘“‘Ispy.’’ ‘To be a canoeist, aman 
must have that true love of nature and out- 
door work which will enable him to regard 


the labor, inconveniences, discomforts, and 


occasional dangers of a canoe cruise as part 


of a delightful sport. The “‘ professional’ 
is ready to work for money, but not for the 
mere pleasure of working, and there is not 
the slightest danger that he will ever be 


found in the cock-pit of a canoe. 


The appropriation of $15,000 for the use of 
the New-York State Fish Commission, ‘ncluded in 
the Supply bill and approved by the Governor 
yesterday, will meet with general approbation. It 
did seem a great pity that from the withholding of 


the means all the plant and appliances of the com- 


mission should go to ruin. It would have been 


penny wise and pound foolish to have kept back so 
small an amount of money when the practical re- 
sults from the expenditure in former years had 
given such excellent results. Fish-culture is no 
longer in its experimental stage. Thereis nothing 
remarkable or wonderful aboutit. Its warmest 


advocates know exactly what fish-culture oan do 


and has done. If intelligently carried ont it does 


keep up the stock of fishin ariver, and may in- 
crease it to acertain extent. But this restocking, 
exactly as on a farm where animals are withdrawn, 
must be continuous. If shad have been plenty this 
year in the Hudson and Connecticut it is due to the 
former action of the State Fish Commissioners. 


One thing about the disposal of this appropriation 


which itis to betrusted willbe borne in mind by 


the Governor is that some of it—say a third—shall be 
expended in stocking the streams of Long Island 
with fish. As has been before stated, there is a 
peculiarity in the waters of Long Island which 
tends to the better development of trout. Then, 
again, New-York is the largest market for these 
fish. These trout are not to be regarded at all in 
the light of affording amusement for sportsmen, 
but simply as an article of food. The many bays 
and coves of Long Island also allowof making 
hatcheries for salt-water fish. Spanish mackerel 
are getting exceedingly scarce in the Sound, and 
measures might be taken to renew them by fish- 
culture. The present Commissioners are Messrs. 
Rosert B. Rooszvert, Ricuarp U. SHERMAN, Ep- 
warp M, Surru, and Eveene G. BLAcKFORD. 
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Last year certain enterprising publishers in 
London, imitating the-example of Messrs. Prane & 
Co. in New-York, had an exhibition and competi- 
tion for designs and pictures for Christmas cards. 
At the time when this measure was proposed, some 
of the more lofty of the English journals were 
rather inclined to pooh-pooh the whole matter, 
insisting that few artists of merit would vouchsafe 
to work for such an exhibition. ‘This kind of 
thing would do in America,” they said, “but with 
us—never—you know.”’ Quite to their surprise, a 
great many English artists of note did compete for 
the prizes, and the success of the exhibition was very 
great. This year Messrs. HirpesHermmer & FAULK- 
NER, Of London, prepose holding an exhibition of 
the same character, which is to de open to all the 
world, and they especially invite American and 
Canadian artists to contribute thelr work. The 
designs are to be within the limits of 10 inches by 
% and 5 inches by 3%. Each design must be 
in one frame of plain oak, not more than 
1 ineh wide, and the mount not more 
than 2 inches in width. The same rules as 
to initial letter, or device, with sealed envelope, 
containing the name of the artist, as in use at 
the late exhibitions in New-York, will hold good. 
The prizes are of a liberal character; 1 prize 
of £200, 1 of £150, 2 prizes of £100,6 of £75, 20 
of £50, of £25, and 50 of £20. In addition to 
this the publishing firm propose purchasing designs 
to the amount of £1,500. Thescope allowed for sub- 
jects is quite wide, including figures, landscapes, 
animais, birds, butterflies, insects, flowers, ‘grasses, 
leaves, ferns, humorous subjects, and Winter sub- 
jects adapted to Christmas, Easter, birthdays, and 
valentines. The judges are W. P. Frits, R. A., J., 
E. Mriiais, R. A., and Marcus Strong, A. R. A. 
These names, belongipg to the most distinguished 
artists in England, certainly show that it is not 


thought to be beneath their dignity to advanee- 


good taste among the people. All designs and pic- 
tures intended for this competition must be sent to 
the Gallery of the Society of British Artists, Suffolk- 
street, Pall Mall, East, between the 20th and 27th of 
duly, 1881. The exhibition will open on the 8th of 
August and will close on the 27th of the same 


month. 
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The task of suppressing the anti-Jewish riots 
in Rome is made vastly more difficult by the fact 
that Russian law singles out Jews asa class, and 
makes them a conspicuous mark for the persecu- 
tions of discontented peasants and agitators of all 
kinds by denying them privileges which the mean- 
est Christian subject enjoys. Some curious revela- 
tions of the proscriptive and medizval spirit of the 
treatment of Jews by Russian functionaries have 
been made in the case of Mr. Lzon Lewisonn, 
which the Anglo-Jewish association made the sub- 
ject of an appeal to Lord Granviite. Mr. Lew 
soHn is a London merchant and a naturalized 
British subject. In August, 1880, he visited St. 
Petersburg on business. On sending his passport, 
which was only signed by Lord Granvi~ie and 
had the visa of the Russian Consul in London, 
to the Foreign Department for examination 
he was summoned to appear personally. He was 
asked simply if he was a Jew, and on replying in 
the affirmative was informed that he must quit St. 
Petersburg in twenty-four hours, and an order to 
this effect was indorsed on his pass-port. 


tice given was in accordance with Russian law. Mr. 
Lewisoun’s business urgently demanding another 
visit to St. Petersburg, he asked Lord GranviiuE to 
ascertain whether further objection would be of- 
fored by the St. Petersburg authorities. After much 
correspondence and a delay of four or five months, 
Mr. Lewisoun was informed that the Russian Gov- 
ernment definitely refused to permit him to return 
to St. Petersburg. In answer to a question in the 
House of Commons, Sir Coaries DitKE asserted 
that the expulsion of Mr. Lewisonn was a violation 
of the Russian law, which allows Jews who come 
to Russia on business to remain for one year 
in certain places, of which St. Petersburg 
is one, in which they are permitted to settle. The 
ukase of June 7, 1860, however, makes Israelites the 
subject of a special clause. It provides that no 
Jewish foreigners, except those of high social pce- 
sition and large capital, may go into business in 
Russia, and these only as bankers, manufacturers, 


or holders of leasehold property. It is plain that, 


while the Russian Government cannot justly be 
charged with complicity in the riots which have 
caused such a dreadful destruction of life and 
property at Elizabethgrad, Kieff, Tartovo, Ime- 
vinski, Odessa, and Vasilkoff, its attitude toward 
the Jewish race is a strong and direct incentive to 
these violent outbursts, and largely accounts for 
the failure of the local authorities to make a vigor- 
ous attempt to suppress them. _ 
—— rr 

The expedient by which attempt was made 
to wipe out the debt of Memphis is recalled by a 
decision just rendered in the courts of Tennessee.

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THE STATE LEGISLATORS 


IMPORTANT MEASURES BEFORE 


THE TWO HOUSES. 
§HE ASSEMBLY STILL WORKING FOR THE 

_ FORTY-SECOND-STREET RAILWAY BILL 

—TWO VETOES OF MINOR BILLS—THE 
EQUALIZATION OF ASSESSMENTS BILL 
PASSED BY THE SBNATE. 

Aupany, June 7.—In the Assembly to- 
day, Mr. Moller, of Westchester, made another 
effort to galvanize into life the presumably 
dead Forty-second-Street Railroad bill. This 
bill was passed by the House and sent to the 
Benate last week. . In that body it was 
“killed”? on a point made by Senator Bixby, 
of New-York, who happens to live at the 
corner of Fifth-avenue and Forty-second- 
street. The twenty-first joint rule ot the Legis- 
lature provides that a measure or bill 
which has been once defeated or rejected 
Bhall not be revived or reintroduced 
during the same session except by unanimous 

‘ consent. A bill similar to this was rejected 
by the Senate during the Winter, and Mr. 
Bixby invoked the operation of the joint rule 
against this bill and objected to its considera- 
tion. The President ot the Senate sustained 
the objection, and when an appeal was taken 
from the ruling of the Chairman the Senate 
sustained its presiding officer. Now Mr. Mol- 
Jer wants to suspend in both houses the 
rule in question, and to-day, on a count 


of the members, they voted 64 to 15 
in favor of the suspension. It is very doubt- 
ful whether the Senate will concur in the reso- 
lution. There is nothing whatever in Mr. 
Molier’s record or in his reputation here to 
lead to the supposition that he is corruptly or 
improperly influenced in making the bola and 
pertinacious fight which he has made and is 
still making in behalf of this bill, but there is 
B most extraordinary peculiarity about the 
keavy vote which the billhas been able to com- 
mand in the Assembly, as well as about the fact 
that those who favor it seem to have already 
heard all the arguments they need on the 
subject and do not evince any desire to hear 
any more reasons given on the floor of the 
House. Gen. Spinola, of New-York, who 
opposes the bill, appears to be guided 
by Mr. Jacob Sharp, a gentleman who 
has for yesurs been recognized as _ one 
of the leading lobbymen in _ favor 
of street railroads. To-day, when the matter 
came up, Mr. Spinola made a passing allusion 
to the bill as a corruptly begotten measure, 
and said it would bury politically most of the 
men who supported it. He even said that it 
was so pervaded with the prestige of money 
that the little page-boys on the floor of the 
House were in the habit of receiving gratuities 
— carrying messages in the interest of this 

ill. 

Two vetoes of minor bills were sent to the 
Assembly to-day by the Governor. One of 
these was introduced by Mr. Moller, and pro- 
vided that mining companies should be re- 

uired to make quarterly reports to the State 

jontrolier of their operations, assets, 
and liabilities The Governor withholds 
his approval of this bill on the 
ground that its requirements are ex- 
ceedingly onerous toward the companies, 
and that the general law requiring them to re- 
portannually is sufficient. The other bill ve- 
toed was one introduced by Mr. Cowles, of 
Monroe, providing for another bridge across 
the Erie Canal in Rochester. The Governor 
says the bili is unconstitutional because it is 
ope local, and that the required bridge can 

e constructed under existing general laws. 
Mr. Cowles, in his seat in the Assembly, said 
that Gov. Robinson approved of just three 
such bills in 1878, but that probably Gov. Cor- 
nell was a better constitutional Governor than 
his predecessor. When Mr. Cowles said he 
would like to have this bill passed over the 
veto any way, the whole House roared with 
laughter. 

The Senate met in legislative session at 11 
A.M. Remonstrances against the re-election 
of Conkling and Platt were presented by Sena- 
tors Davenport, Rockwell, McCarthy, Wagner, 
and others. Among them was one numerously 
signed by business men of the City of New- 
York. The bill ‘‘to provide for the equaliza- 
tion of assessment and taxation in certain 
cases,” which was laid aside on Friday last and 
made a special order for to-day, came up for a 
third reading. No one offering to discuss it, 
the roll was called and the bill passed by a vote 
of 18 to5as follows, [Republicans in Roman, 
Democrats in italies:]

The following is the text of the bill: 

Section 1. Any corporation which bas heretofore 
lawfully paid into the Treasury of any city, village, 
or town in this State, in which its corporate busi-

And 
it shall be the duty of the Assessor in said city,

entitled thereto. 

Src. 2. Steam-ship companies created by any law 
of this State and engaged in foreign commerce 
are hereby exempted and released from the pay- 
ment of all taxes, State and local. 

Suc. 3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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UEXICAN CONCESSIONS TO GEN. GRANT. 
From the New-Orieans Picayune, June 4. 

The reporter asked Gen. Grant for a copy of 
ais concessions, but the bill was in one of the 
trunks on the vessel, and was not procurable imme- 
fliately. However, the following synopsis, revised 
by the General’s secretary, Mr. Dawson, will give 
» fair idea of the concession to Gen. Grant: 


1. The line is to start from the city of Mexico, 
assing by the cities of Puebla and Oaxaca, and by 
‘ehuantepec, and to take there the best route for 

the frontier of Mexico with Guatemala, one branch 
to come from Vera Cruz and Anton Lizardo, and 
avether to run to Huatalco. The company hasa 
right to build a line to Tuxita, Chiapas, San Cristo- 
bal and Comtan, in the State of Chiapas. 

2. The surveys of the line are to begin within six 
months from the publication of the contract, and 
the work is to commence within six months from 
toi During the second year the company is to 

uild at least 50 kilométres of the road, 100 kilo- 
métres during the third year, and 160 kilométres 
during each of the seven succeeding years. The 
eutire road is to be finished in 10 years from the 
date of contract. 

3. The road is to be built without subsidy, but 
the company will have the right of way and free 
}mportation of all articles needed for building dur- 
§ng construction of the road, and for 15 years after- 
‘ward—the road and its capital and accessories to be 
free from all classes of duties for 25 years after com- 
pletion. 

4. The tariffs will be 15, 10, and 7 cents per ton 
of 2,000 English pounds, and per each mile for 
merchandise of first, second, and third class re- 
spectively, and 11,°6. and 5 cents per mile for each 
passenger by first, secona, and third class. 

5. The road is to be the property of the company, 
which will manage it in its own way, beginning the 
work at any point, and making the gauge to suit 
its purpose. The Government is not to have any 
other interference than that required by the gen- 
eral railroad laws of Mexico. 

6. The tariffs can be raised to the point at which 
they will yield 10 per cent. of the capital represent- 
ed by the road, after deducting all expenses. 

7. The company has full right to mortgage the 
road and issue stocks and bonds, but after the 
lapse of 90 years from the date of contract the 
Mexican Government will have the right to pur- 
shase the road, paying i cash its actual value.

THE RALLROAD BELL-ROPE. 


Bc OY 2 EE 
HOW THE DEVICE CAME TO BE ADOPTED— 
A BLOW AT THE ENGINEER’S AUTHORITY. 

TURNER’S, N. Y., June 5.—In the early days 
of the railroad in this country the locomotive en- 
gineer was the master of the train. He ran it ac- 
cording to his judgment, and the conductor had 
very little voice in the matter. Collecting fares, 
superintending the loading and unloading of 
freight, and shouting “‘ All aboard !” were all that 
the conductor was expected to do. The Erie Ruail- 
way was then the New-York and Erie Railroad. 
There was no rail connection with Jersey City in 
1842. Boats carried passengers from New-York to 
Pierment-on-the-Hudson, which was then the 
eastern terminus of the road. Turner’s, 47 miles 
from New-York, was as far west asthe railroad 
was in operation. One of the pioneer conductors 
of this line was the late Capt. Ayres. He ran the 
only train then called for between the two terminal 
points. It was made up of freight and passenger 
cars. The idea of the engineer, without any knowl- 
edge of what was going on back of the locomotive, 
having his way as to how the train was to. be run, 
did not strike the Captain as being according to the 
propriety of things. He frequently encountered a 
fractious passenger who insisted on riding without 
paying his fare. As there was no way of signaling 
the engineer, and the passenger could not be 
thrown from the train while it was in mo- 
tion, the conductor in such cases had no choice 
but to let him ride until a regular stop was 
made. Capt. Ayres finally determined to: 
institute a new system im the running of trains. 
He procured a stout twine, sufficiently long to 
reach from the locomotive to the rear car. To the 
end of this string next the engineer he fastened a 
stick of wood. He ran this cord back over the 
cars to the Jast one. He informed the engineer, 
who was a German, named Abe Hammil., that if he 
desired to have the train stopped he would pull the 
string and raise thé. stick, and would expect the 
signal to be obeyed. Hammi! looked upon this in- 
novation as a direct blow athis authority, and 
when the train left Piermont he cut the stick loose. 
At Turner’s be told Capt. Ayres that he proposed 
to run the train himself, without interference from 
any conductor. The next day the Captain rigged 
up his string and stick of wood again. 

* Abe,” said he, “this thing’s got to be settled 
one way or the other to-day. If that stick of 
wood is not onthe end of this cord when we get 
to Turner's you've got to lick me or I'l! lick you.” 

The stick was not onthe string when the train 
reached Turner’s. eThe Captain pulled off his coat, 
and told Hammil to get off of his engine. Hammil 
declined to get off. Capt. Ayres climbed to the 
engineer’s place. Hammil started to jump off on 
the opposite side. The conductor hit him under 
the ear, and saved him the trouble of jumping. 
That settled forever the question of authority on 
railroad trains. Hammil abdicated as autocrat of 
the pioneer Erie train, and the twine and stick 
of wood, manipulated by the conductor, 
controlled its management. ‘That was the 
origin of the bell-rope, now one of the 
most important attachments of _ railroad 
trains. The idea was quickly adopted by the few 
roads then in operation, and the bell or gong in 
time took the place of the stick of wood to signal 
the engineer. Capt. Ayres continued a conductor 
on this road under its different managers until he 
was superannuated and retired on a pension a 
yearago. He diedafew mouths ago in Owego at 
the age of 78 years.

SAVING THE STATE'S MONEY 
—_--— 

THE ITEMS TAKEN FROM THE SOUP- 
PLY BILL BY THE GOVERNOR. 
THE BILL THOROUGHLY EXAMINED BY GOV. 

CORNELL—MANY APPROPRIATIONS AND 
A ‘“‘RIDER’’ STRICKEN OUT AND THE 
REASONS GIVEN THEREFOR—A SAVING 
TO THE BTATE OF ABOUT $103,000. 
ALBANY, June 7.—Gov. Cornell created no 
little chagrin and confusion to-day among the 
camp followers, foragers, and ‘“‘bummers” gen- 
erally who mask their annual assaults on the State 
Treasury behind the lawful and necessary columns 
of the Supply bill. His veto Message was sent to 
the Assembly a little before noon, and in it he 
gave his reasons for cutting out items of 
appropriation aggregating nearly $104,000, Mr, 
Chickering, Chairman of the House Committee 
on Ways and Means, takes some credit to himself 
and his fellow-members on that committee by 
claiming that of the total amount expunged by the 
Governor all but about $10,000 relate to items in- 
serted in the bill by the Senate after it had 
left the Assembly. It has been widely hint- 
ed, and even publicly asserted, that the 
Governor was holding back this and oth- 
er bills for the purposes of a make-weight 
in the Senatorial race, and to influence the action 
of certain membersin regard to his own candidacy. 
Gov. Cornell certainly has held this bill for the full 
time allowed him under the law, but from the 
generous manner in which he has pruned away the 
fungus and dead limbs of the legislative tree there 
isnot much reason to suppose that he has sought 
either to coerce or conciliate his adversaries or to 
favor his friends through the medium of the Sup- 
ply bill. The Message is as follows:

Statement of items objected to and not ap- 
proved, contained in Assembly bill No. 371, enti- 
tled ‘* An act making appropriations for certain ex- 
penses of the Government and supplying defi- 
ciencies in former appropriations.” 

The several items herein enumerated, contained 
in Assembly bill No. 871, entitled ‘‘ An act making 
appropriations for certain expenses of the Govern- 
ment, and supplying deficiencies in former appro- 


priations,’’ are objected to and not approved for 
reasons hereinafter stated. 

“For deficiency in appropriations for advances by 
the Controller to the Clerks of the Senate and Assem- 
bly, for contingent expenses, $8,500, or 80 much there- 
of as may bs necessary.” 

This item is objected to and not approved for the 
reason that the Controller is of the opinion that the 
existing appropriation is adequate for all necessary 
and proper demands upon it. 

“For removing a portion of the State Library from 
the old to the new Capitol, and theremaining portion 
thereof from the Court of Appeals chamber to the new 
Senate Chamber, including the documents and papers 
on file, for arranging and indexing the same un- 
der the direction of the Clerk of the Senate, and 
for agen and removing to the Executive 
chamber a portion of the library in the old Capitol 
for the use of the Governor, the sum of $1,200, to be 
paid on the certificate of the Clerk of the Senate to 
the parties entitled thereto, and for removing from 
the old Capitol the remainder of the books belongin 
to the Assembly Library and arranging the same, an 
for rebinding the books in the Assembly Library now 
ina dilapidated condition, the sum of $1,200, to be 
paid on the certificate of the Clerk of the Assembly, 
and the work to be doue under his direction.” 


This item is objected to and not approved for 
the reason that it proposes to authorize an expen- 
diture wholly disproportionate to the value of the 
service provided for or necessary for the purpose. 

“For Charles H. Peck, for traveling and other ex- 
penses incurred by him in the discharge of his duties 
as State botanist, $102 53.” 


This item is objected to and not sparores, for 
the reason that adequate'provision has already 
been made for the services required, and no obliga- 
tion rests upon the State to pay expenses connected 
therewith. 

“For the yurpase of protecting the public health, 
the Governor shall appoint a person whose duty it 
shall be to see that the provisions of chapter 415 of 
the Laws of 1877, chapter 439 of the Laws of 1880, or 
any law amendatory thereof, are fully enforced, who 
shall receive an annual salary of $3,000, to be paid in 
quarterly installments, and who shall hold his office 
during the term of the Governor making the appoint- 
ment; and the sum of $3,000 is thereby appropriated 
out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise ap- 
propriated for the payment of said salary.” 


This item is objected to and not approved for 
the reason that the proposed expenditure is be- 
lieved to be unnecessary. The State should not be 
expected to provide a special agent to see to the 
enforcement of each separate law. The courts 
have been established and are maintained for the 
purpose of punishing those who violate the laws, 
and they are believed to be fully adequate to pro- 
tect public interests in this regard. 

“Of the appropriation for the Attorney-General, the 
item which reads as follows: ‘For payment of the 
services, expenses, and disbursements of counsel ap- 

ointed on the retainer of tbe late Attorney-General 

‘airchild to defend the late Auditor of the Canal De- 
partment in a suit brought against him on the reiation 
of Orrin W. Sage, $1,806 10, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary.’” 

This item is objected to and not approved for 
the reason that the amount proposed is an extrayva- 
gant and unreasonable allowance for the services 
and expenses in the case named. 

“For a deficiency in the appropriations for the ste- 
nographers in the Second Judicial District, appointed 
under chapter 765, Laws of 1868, of $500; said amount 
to be paid only from moneys which have been or 
shall be paid into the Treasury for taxes levied for 
the purpose of said act and in pursuance thereof.” 


This item is objected to and not approved for the 
reason that the law under which the stenographers 
were appointed was repealed in 1877, and no good 
reason is apparent why an appropriation to pro- 
vide for a deficiency under the operation of that 
law should be necessary at this late date. 

“ Of the appropriation for the Homeopathic Asylum 
for the Insane at Middletown, the item which reads as 
foilows: ‘for grading grounds in the rear of the 
same, for setting out shade trees, constructing roads 
and walks, and for paving, $5,000.’ 

This item is objected to and not approved for 
the reason that the State should not be taxed for 
elaborate pleasure grounds in connection with in- 
stitutions of this character, and for the benefit of 
the neighborhood. While the embellishments sug- 
gested might add to the surroundings, there is no 
such necessity for them as to justify the expendi- 
ture proposed. The State should not be expected 
to lay out and maintain oraamental parks simply 
to gratify pride. 

“Of the appropriation for the Willard Asylum for 
the Insane, the item which reads as follows: ‘And for 
the erection of a building for storage, with a hall in 
the second story for the assembly and recreation of pa- 
tients, $7,000.’ ” 


This item is objected to and not approved for the 
reason that it is not deemed an appropriate time 
for the commencement of new buildings for the use 
of the insane. Until the buildings now in progress 
shall be completed and fitted for use, the people 
should not be taxed for additional structures. 

“Of the appropriation for the Buffalo State Asylum 
for the Insane, the items which read as follows: ‘For 
furnishing the administration be ge $1,000; for 
washing-machines, wringer, margle, sbafting, pul- 
leys, hangers, and putting up the same, and fitting 
up washing and ironing rooms, §2,00vu,’ and ‘for 
pakery, $300.’ ” 

These several items are objected to and not ap- 
proved, for the reason that the objects named were 
expressly provided for by an appropriation in 1879, 

‘For the Society for the Reformation of Juvenile De- 
linquents in the City of New-York;'for my ong Fes plumb- 
ing, and improving the sewerage system in the several 
departments and grounds of the institution, and for 
muson-work connected therewith, pursuant to the dl- 
rection of the Board of Health of the City of New- 
York, $8,000, or so much thereof as may be necessary.” 


This item is objected to and not approved for the 
reasonthat the State has already made generous 
provision for the institution in question, and 
should not be cailed upon for further contribution. 

“For deficiency in the appropriations for the main- 
+ pga of convicts sentenced to penitentiartes, $25,- 


This item is objected to and not approved for the 
reason that ample provision has already been 
made in the regular appropriation bills to discharge 
all the obligations of the State in respect to peni- 
tentiarles. There are now in these institutions 
hundreds of prisoners who could be provided for 
in the State prisons without cost to the Treasury. 
It is not reasonable to expect the State to pay the 
penitentiaries for the keeping of convicts who can 
more than earn their own living, especially when 
the State is obliged to maintain the prisons in 
which those confined would be a source of profit 
instead of expense. 


“For the Seamen’s Retreat Hospital on Staten 
Island—For steam heating apparatus, $5,000: for re- 
imbursing in part the hospital fund for amounts ex- 
expended therefrom for interest, insurance, and the 
completion of buildings during the year 1880, $6,000; 
for repairs to the cemetery, including iron fences, 
$1,500; for building a line fence around the hospital 
property, $2,500; for repairs of sewer and its exten- 
sion below low-water mark, $400; for repairs and 
painting of the hospital roof, $60u.”" 

These general items are objected to and not ap- 
proved for the reason that before a larger invest- 
ment be made in this property by the Stateit is de- 
sirable that some definite policy shall be deter- 
mined upon in reference to the future support and 
management of the institution. The State has 
contributed $60,000 to extinguish a mortgage on 
the property, on the representation that no further 
assistance would be required. Although the mort- 
gage was fully paid last year, the State is now 
asked to contribute $15,000 for the support of tne 
hospital. No satisfactory reason has been given 


for this demand, which should not be granted. 


“ Of the appropriation for the city of Syracuse the 
item which reads as follows: ‘Of the local assessment 
and expenses for paving on Salina-street in said city 
in front of the salt springs office in 1876, $382 20.’ 

The item is objected to and not approved for the 
reason that the State should not be taxed for local 
assessments of this kind. The city of Syracuse is 
largely benefited by the use and maintenance 
of the salt springs in question by the State, and 
there is no propriety or equity in charging it with 
a liability for such improvements. The item for 


sewerage is approved for the reason that the State 


a 


“For the construction of a retaining wall on thenorth 
and east side of the bridge across the canal on James- 
street, in the city of Rome, along the southerly line ot 
Whitesboro-street, the sum of $5,000, or so much there- 
of as may be necessary, said wall to be constructed 
under the direction of the =uperintendednt of Public 
Works, by contract or otherwise, as #aid Superintend- 
ent may elect.” 

This item is objected to and not approved for the 
reason that it is not regarded as a legitimate object 
of expenditure by the State. If it be necessary at 
all, the city of Rome should bear the expense. 

“For James I. Hart, Assistant Sergeant-at-Arms and 
Postmaster of the Senate, for the expenses of the com- 
mittee appointed by the Clerk of the Senate to attend 
the funeral of Chauncey O, Abbott, late Clerk of the 
Committee on Cities of ‘the Senate, $175, or 80 much 
thereof as may be necessary, pe able on vouchers to 
be approved by tho Clerk of the Senate.” 

This item is objected to and not approved for the 
‘reason that the object is not a proper one for pub- 
lic expenditure. The expense incurred was a 
voluntary one, and had no relation to official duty. 

“¥or the Controller, for the payment of work done 
for the State by order of the Legislative committees 
in the discharge of their duties as such committees, 
or by ofiicers of the Government, the excess of the ap- 

ropriation for such work, which the Board of Audit 

as certified was done in good faith, and that the 
charges thereof are reasonable, the sum of 84,365 88.” 

This item is objected to and not approved for 
the reason that the State is neither legally nor 
equitably liable for the work claimed to have been 
done. So long as such irregularities are disre- 
garded and appropriations are made to meet them 
the Treasury will be taxed to unjust and unnecessa- 
ry limits. 

“For repairing the roads on the Onondaga Indian 
Reservation, the’sum of $1,000, to be expended under 
the supervision of Jawrence Beebe, of the town of 
Onondaga, who is hereby appointed a Commissionerfor 
that purpose, who shail receive out of such sum $3 
per day foreach full day occupied by him in the dis- 
charge of such duty, but for not exceeding 15 days in 
the aggregate, and who shall execute to the people of 
this State a bond to be approved by the Controller for 
the faithful performance of his duties as such Com- 
missioner.” 

This item is objected to and not approved for the 
reason that the roads in question should be re- 
paired in the manner provided by the general laws 
relating to highways. 

“Yor the repair and rebuilding of the bridge across 
the Allegany River at Red House, Cattaraugus Coun- 
ty, onthe Allegany Indian Reservation, $4,000, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary to be expended, 
under the supervision of Joseph Frienk and 
Thomas Rosenburg, of Red House, and William 
A. A'drich, of Randolph, in said county, 
who are hereby appointed Commissioners for 
that purpose, who shall receive out of said sum $3 per 
day for each full day oceupied in and about such su- 
pervision, but the total compensation of such com- 
mission shall not exceed the sum of $300. Bofore en- 
tering upon the duties of their office the said Commis- 
sioners shall execute to the people of this State a 
bond, to be approved by the Controller, for the faith- 
ful execution of the duties herein imposed.” 

This item is es mye A to and not approved for 
the reason that ihe bridge named should be re- 

aired or rebuilt by the town or county in which 

tis located. There is no more reason why it 

should be kept up by the State than hundreds of 
other bridges. If this appropriation should be 
made. it would become a precedent on which 
numerous other demands for local bridges would 
be presented for consideration. 

“For the town of Onondaga, Onondaga County, to 
reimburse it for money expended in the repair of the 
bridge over Onondaga Creok, on the Onondaga Indian 
Reservation, on the Tully road, $185 71.” 

This item is objected to and not approved for the 
reason that the bridge in question should properly 
be maintained by either the town or county of On- 
ondaga. If the town has any right to reimburse- 
ment in the premises, it lies against the county, and 
not the State. 

“The unexpended balance of the appropriation of 
$22,800, made in chapter 193, Laws of 1876, to refund 
to contractors the amounts deposited by them in 
trust with the late Treasurer, in pursuance of chapter 
1,850, Laws of 1872, and chapter 766, Laws of 1873, 
with such equitable interest as may be due thereon, 
being the sum of $2,400, is hereby reappropriated for 
the same purpose; and the further sum of $1,152, or 
s0 much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appro- 

riated to pay such interest on such deposits as may 

e equitable.” 

This itern is objected to and not approved, for the 
reason that the Canal Board, in 1876, refused to re- 
cognize the claims for refunding the moneys in 
question, and nothing has occurred since to im- 
peach the wisdom of that conclusion. 

“Of the appropriation for the Commissioners of 
Quarantine, the items which read ‘for repair of rip- 
rap wall, reofs of buildings, steam-pumps, and plumb- 
ing on Hoffman Island, $4,000;’ and ‘repair of docks, 
and for dredging the upper boarding station, $1,000.’ ” 

These two items are objected to and not ap- 
proved, for the reason that the appropriations for 
the Quarantine establishment are deemed quite 
sufficient without them. 

“The corporation formed under and pursnant to 
the authority of chavter 492 of the Laws of 1870 for 
the purpose of constructing warehouses, docks, and 
wharves for Quarantine purposes in the Eay of New- 
York, shall not be deemed dissolved if it shall com- 
mence its operations within two years from the pas- 
sage of this act.” 

This item is objected to and not approved, for 
the reason that itis regarded as unwise and im- 
proper legislation to be inserted in an appropria- 
tion bill. If the corporation is to be revived it 
should be done on its own merits and in a separate 
bill.

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A WIDOW’S PITIFUL STORY. 
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THE MURDER OF DR. RANKIN IN MEXICO— 
THE WIDOW’S LETTER TO HIS FATHER. 


BALTIMORE, June 7.—The Rev. Dr. Alex- 
ander T. Rankjn, one of the leading Presbyterian 
clergymen of this city, has received by mail news of 
the murder of his son, Dr. Sylvester Rankin, at 
Victoria City, Mexico, on May 22. The story of the 
rmourder is best told in the letter to the Rev. Dr. 
Rankin by the victim’s widow, a Mexican lady. 
The letter, which is written in Spanish, reads: 


Victoria, May 23, 1881. 
Lovep AND Moca Respecrep Fatuer: Full of 
grief, with my heart breaking in pieces, I have now 
to announce to you the calamity which occurred 
here in this house at 4 o’clock on the morning of 
the 22d inst., when I lost my worthy and affection- 
ate husband, my datighter, a tender and devoted 
father, and you a respectful, considerate, affeo- 
tionate son, Who was always anxious to take us to 
your country that we might be presented to you. 
Iam now left to deplore the death of my husband, 
who has been assassinated by a base crimi- 
nal named Marciae Gonzales, who expended 
his rage upon one who, during his whole 
life, seemed to have nothing but kindness for 
everybody. My husband, dear father, went 
out on the night of the 2ist inst. in his 
wagon to visit a friend. It was raining very fast, 
and he was obliged to stay out much later than his 
custom. Toward morning he went out to harness 
his horse to prepare to leave, and, without any pre- 
ceding trouble, or any quarrel, he received two 
wounds, one a blow in the eye, and the other from 
a dagger, which went between his ribs on the left 
side, going through his heart and lungs and causing 
instant death. Theassassin, having committed this 
fatal act, robbed him of the little he had—a gold 
ting, sleevye-buttons, pocket-book, handkerchief, 
and his hat. You can imagine my feelings, my 
dear father, when the husband [ had seen leave me 
in all the pride of health was brought back to me 
a mutilated corpse. Think of the situation in 
which I found myself, listening to the 5 of 
my own chiid to give her back her father. If with: 
my life I could have paid the ransom I would have 
done so willingly, as I could then have left my child 
in the care of one who could watch over her faith- 
fully. Of course, we have no means of subsistence 
and it will be necessary for me to:labor, and [ will 
do so, and I will try to preserve the reputable 
place to which a generous man elevated me by 
making me his wife. I have to take care of myself 
s0 as to be able to perform my duties toward my 
child, so that if some day you should be able to 
offer her an asylum she should be worthy of your 
respectable name. I can say nothing more, dear 
father. My grief and my tears are the only com- 
panions that I have now, because not only was he 
my only hope, but he was the only hope of our 
“daughter. I have now finished the sad duty of giv- 
ing youthe news and have nothing more to add, 
except the respect and affection of your inconsola- 
ble daughter. FRANCESCA DE RANKIN. 
Lieut.-Col. F. Dewitt C. Foster, of the Fifth 
United States Cavalry, then at Victoria, but now 
on his way to visit his mother in New-York, also 
sends particulars of the murder. He writes that 


two men, Gonzales and Miranda, were arrested for 
the crime, and that Miranda was hanged to a tree 
until he confessed that Gonzales killed Dr. Rankin. 
Both men were tried and sentenced to be hanged, 
and the sentence has been executed before this. 
Dr. Sylvester Rankin was 50 years of age, born in 
Felicite, Clermont County, Ohio. He studied medi- 
cine at the Buffalo Medical College, being graduat- 
ed in 1859. After practicing a short time iu Buffalo, 
he went to Lawrence, Kan., afterward to Denver. 
and then to New-Mexico. At the begining of the 
war he entered the Union Army as a volunteer 
surgeon in Kit Carson’s regiment. He remained 
in service until the close of the war, and in July, 
1865, went into Mexico and served asa surgeon in 
the Mexican Army untilthe killing of Maximilian. 
He had been practicing medicine at Victoria City 
for the last five years.

| MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS 


A LIBRARY’S BURIED TREASURES. 
THE WANT OF A PERFECT CATALOGUE 
SHOWN BY THE BLUNDERS IN THAT 


OF THE ASTOR COLLECTION. 

According to the last annual report, the 
Astor Library contained 192,547 books, and the 
value of the collection is conceded by all who are 
familiar with it. As a library of reference it is 
probably without a superiorinthe country. But 
the value of such a collection depends much upon 
the facilities offered for ascertaining what is con- 
tained in it. A library without a suitable cata- 
logue is a collection of buried treasures. The 
original catalogue of the Astor Library, in four 
volumes, prepared by Dr. Cogswell, and issued in 
1857-61, was a creditable work for its time, al- 
though it lacks many features which are now 
deemed indispensable in acatalogue. But it shows 
honest and faithful work, and the institution 
would be fortunate if the same care had been 
taken in the additions that have been made to it. 
In 1866 an analytical catalogue was issued as a 
fifth volume of the regular catalogue, together 
with a supplementary alphabetical catalogue of 
the accessions to the library up to that time. The 
work abounds in errors, and was evidently pre- 


pared by unskillful and careless hands. Thecard 
catalogue of authors and of subjects, which is a 
continuation of the supplementary catalogue, and 
which is supposed to give the additions to the li- 
brary from 1866 to the present time, is open to se- 
vere criticism.. Its imperfections are as annoying 
to the frequenter of the library as some of its 
blunders in classification are ludicrous. It is amus- 
ing, for instance, to find Balzac’s social satire, 
“Physiologie du Mariage, ou Meditations de Philo- 
sophie Kclectique sur le Bonheur et le Malheur Con- 
jugal,” entered under ‘ Medicine” in the: subject 
catalogue, and to find the book itself in the alcove 
devoted to that department, on the same shelf 
with manuals of etherization and operative sur- 
gery, and treatises on phosphorus and club-foot. 

But here js an instance of a frequent type of im- 
perfect cataloguing which is less ridiculous but 
more annoying. The valuable and important 
papers of Gay Lussac, Arago, Louis Dumas, 
Chevreul, and other eminent writers on chemistry 
and physics, contained in the ‘* Annales de Chimie 
et de Physique,” are catalogued merely as “ An- 
neles de Chimie et de Physique continued to 1880.” 
No reference is made to the authors of the various 
papers, and no account given of the different series 
extending from 1856 to 1880. A similar preference 
of generalities to details is noticeable in scores of 
cases. The card on which is written “Annales dea 
Sciences Naturelle: Zoologie continued to 1880; 
Botanique continued to 1878,” is no guide to the 
contents of the 132 volumes thus concisely cata- 
logued. Neither does the title ‘** Annales d’Hygiéne 
Pub ique continued to 1880’. throw much light 
upon the contents of the 54 volumes thereof 
published from 1856 to 1880. The same com- 
prehensive style is adopted in the case of cer- 
tain mysterious pamphlets entered as ‘** New- 
York City and State— Pamphlets _ relating 
to—in box marked ‘ New-York City and State.’” 
This is a singular method of disposing of valua- 
ble contributions of papers on important subjects, 
and the manner in which they relate to 
the City or County of New-York is only 
to be ascertained by rumaging through the 
entire miscellaneous collection. The reader 
who is accustomed to the use of a cata- 
logue that does not sacrifice everything to brev- 
ity will be struck with the large number of cases 
in which the name of a collection, but not of the 
compiler, is given at the Astor Library. Thus, 
Francois Guessard’s ‘‘Anciens Poetes de la 
France” is not catalogued under the compiler’s 
name, but merely as a collection. This, also, is 
the case in many instances with authors and edi- 
tors. No indication is given of the authorship of 
William Bollan’s “Ancient Right of the Inglish 
Nation to the American Fishery,” or of George 
Stephens editorial connection with the Angio- 
Saxon song of the tenth or eleventh century called 
the ** King of Birds.”” (Antig. Soc. Archalogia, 30.) 

A.striking illustration of the degree of intelii- 
gence displayed in transferring the names from a 
titie page to the catalogue may be seen in the en- 
tering of Gustav Wustmann’s “ Life and Works of 
Apeiles,”’ among the A’sin the authors’ card cata- 
logue as ‘* Apelles’ Leben und Werke von Gustav 
Wustmann.” The visitor to the library who seeks 
for Napoleon III.’s * Histoire de Jules Cesar’’ will 
not find it on the card catalogue of authors, al- 
though both the French and the American editions 
of the work are upon the sheives. But he will be 
astonished to discovera clus to some heretofore 
unknown works by the same hand, to wit: Certain 
pamphiets given in the card catalogue of authors, 
as ‘‘ Napoleon I1L—Broechures Politiques, Paris, v. 
y.. 7 vols., 8vo.”” Upon calling for these, anda re- 
ceipting for them at the Librarian’s desk as ** Napo- 
leon III's. Brochures,” the reader will be surprised 
at the contents of the seven volumes. They are 
made up of a variety of political pamphlets, about 
100 im number, by different authors. These are 
specimens of the swarm of pamphlets that came 
out in Paris during the second Empire, some of 
them anonymous, and others hy well-known hands. 
There are *‘ Affaires de Rome,” by John Lemoinne; 
“Ya Nouvelle Carte d’Europe,” by Edmond 
About; ** Garibaldi,” by Alexis La Messine; “L’Ex- 
communication,” by Hippolyte Castille; “* La 
Prusse en 1860,” by Edmond About; ‘* Le Pape et le 
Congres:” ** Le Politique et le Droit Chrétien,” and 
avariety of similar productions. Yet they are set 
down asthe works of Napoleon III.. and are not 
to befound entered under the names of their ac- 
taal author. What would Mr. Winsor, or Mr. 
Cutter, or Mr. Noyes, or Mr. Poole, what would 
7 Cogswell himself, say to such cataloguing as 
this ? 


The public have no idea how completely books 
are buried in a great library without the right sort 
of a catalogue. But the effects of the wretched 
system, or want of system, which has prevailed at 
the Astor Library are plainly seen by all who fre- 
quent it. The number of readers i." three years has 
decreased about 7,500. The numbe» or alcove read- 
ers has increased over 800, and it s probable that 
some of the readers, despairing 2f finding what 
they seek by trusting to the catalogue, have taken 
this course, while the majority have Fagg ¥ J aban- 
doned a seemingly hopeless task. If the blunders 
that are so numerous in the cards which are ac- 
cessible to the public are to be perpetuated in the 
printed catalogue now being prepared, the work 
will be the laughing stock of all who examine it in- 
telligently, and will afford some striking instances 
of carelessness, ignorance, and stupidity.

Whereas, The Alumniof Dartmouth in New-York, in 
the course of their present investigation into the facts 
and circumstances of the case, have becomeconvinced 
that the action of the Professors is jess. proper, and 
essential to the well-being of our college, now

THE BUFFALO BANK ROBBERY. 


A PARTIAL CONTRADICTION FROM THE 
BALTIMORE. LAWYER—COPY OF HIS 
LETTER TO THE BANK. 

In connection with the telegram concerning 
the reported theft of $100,000 from the Erie County 
Savings Bank, of Buffalo, the Baltimore Sun of 
yesterday says: “‘Mr. William H. Whyte, of Ral- 
timore, a member of the Bar, states that he did 
write to the bank in question, inquiring if they had 
had any loss, having obtained an intimation in the 
course of his professional business which led him 
to think that the bank had lost some bonds or 
other valuables. To this the bank had made no 
reply. Mr. Whyte denies that he ever made an 


offer to the bank or to Mr. Gorham to restore any 
lost bonds or other property, or to restore them 
for any specific amount. He states that he was 
called on in Baltimore by Mr. Gorham, accom- 
panied by the Officers, subsequent to his sending 
the letterto the bank. He told Mr. Gorham his 
time was valuable. He understood that he was 
employed as counsel by Mr. Gorham, and considers 
the publication as a gross breach of professional 
confidence.” ; 

The Buffalo Zxpress of yesterday gives a copy of 
Mr. Whyte’s letter, with accompanying explana- 
tions, as follows: 

“On the 9th of May Mr. Lee received a strange 
letter, which read thus: 

BAttmore, May 6. 
Cyrus P. Lee, Eeq., Erie County Savings Bank, 
Buffalo; 

§rr: If the institution with which you are con- 
nected has lost a large amount of property, I can 
give you information, which I received in a re- 
markabie manner, that will be of service to you. 
If you desire to consult me in regard to it come 
here and see me personally. 

WILLIAM H. WHYTE, 
Attorney and Counselor. 


“On the 5th of May Mr. Lee had sent by registered 
mail to the Secretary of the Treasury $900,000 of 
6 per cent. registered bonds, and on receipt of the 
mysterious letter his thoughts at once reverted to 
that shipment. He telegraphed to the Treasury 
Department, and the answer promptly came that 
the bonds had arrived all right. Thus reassured, 
Mr. Lee dismissed Counselor Whyte and his com- 
munication from mind on the supposition that it 
was some weak contrivance for blackmailing ends. 
Then Mr. Lee had arest from unusual cares until 
May 19. On' that Le Mr. Gorham entered the 
bank, and again asked for his package of securi- 
ties. Mr. Lee went to the vault expecting, of 
course, that he would be able to put his hand on 
the bundle, when behold! it was not there. It may 
readily be surmised that there was consternation 
all round, No amount of search could produce the 
missing treasure. Mr. Gorham related how, on the 
80th of April. he cut off the coupons and left the 
package on the desk. Mr. Lee declared that Mr. 
Gorham did not cali his attentidn to it or he should 
have immediately replaced it in the vault. How- 
ever, there was no use of talking about the matter, 
the bonds were certainly gone, and now the purport 
of the Baltimore letter dawned upon Mr. Lee’s un- 
derstanding. He showed it to Mr. Gorham. They: 
went together to the office of the Buffalo Detective 
Agency, and laid the whole matter before Co!. John 
Byrne. A day ortwo later the three visited Balti- 
more and saw Mr. Whyte, who proved sure enough 
to bea lawyer. But little can be learned as to the 
interview, bat it is admitted that the counselor 
calmly set forth that the bonds would be restored 
for a consideration of say $50,000, possibly a trifie 
less if they insisted on driving a sharp bargain. 
They came to no agreement. Mr. Gorham a second 
time went to Baltimore, but with.no snccess—and 
thus the matter appears to stand at the present 
time. Those eg who yesterday afternoon 
called upon Col. Byrne for information obtained 
very little from that gentleman. He properlydeclined 
to divulge anything that might perchance interfere 
witn the possibly successful outcome of the case, 
and regretted that any publication of the facts had 
been made. As yet he had no clue to the thief. 
The larceny was committed during the noon hour, 
and no doubt by a thoroughly sharp professional 
sneak-thief. The Baltimore lawyer who, in behalf 
of his thief client, as it appears, offers the return 
of the stolen property in exchange for about half 
{ts value, is no less a person than Wiliiam Hollings-- 
worth Whyte, son of Willlam Pinckney Whyte, ex- 
Governor of the State of Maryland and ex-United 
States Senator.”’

THE EMPIRE YACHT CLUB SADLY 
OBEYS A COURT ORDER. 

A RUCTION THAT RENT THE CLUB IN TWAIN 
—COMMODORE ‘‘ HARRY’’ HILL WORSTS 
HIS RIVALS IN THE YACHTING BUSINESS 
—A REGATTA UNDER DIFFICULTIES, 

Some people who are well informed on most 


subjects profess to think that the position of Com- 
modore is merely an honorary office in a yacht 
club. They are terribly mistaken. The;Com- 
modore of a yacht club may not, of course, 
hold as high a position as his title seems 
to indieate, but ‘he is a very necessary offi- 
cer. His chief businessisto “*putup.” This isa 
phrase that may not be comprehensible to the 
public in general, but yacht clubs will understand 
it perfectly. The Empire Yacht Club knew very 
well what it meant when, a‘few years ago, 
it elected to that honorable position a gen- 
tleman well known‘in the amusement world— 
aman famous'for his open-heartedness and open- 
handedness, celebrated for his convivial qualities, 
a lover of fast yachts, a distinguished author, and 
a man who never ran against a letter H when 
there was any chance to walk around it. This 
man the Empire Yacht Club found in the person of 
Mr. Harry Hill. The club was in need of a patron. 
Indeed, to come down to hard facts, there was 
hardly anything of which the club was not in need. 
Mr. Hill was known to have plenty of what the 
Empire Yacht Club is’accustomed to eall “sugar,” 
and he was pre-eminently the man for the place, 
and to the place he was duly elected. He had had 
some experience in yacht-races, having had several 
Lay esc of his own on Flushing Bay. He knew to 
a dot just-how many kegs of beer should be put on 
Bn excursion barge, and how jong the passengers 
would stand being kept out without tearing the 
barge to pleces. He was also the owner of a yacht, 
the Avalon. Mr. Hill accepted the position, and 
for some months he cracked a bottle of Mumm’s 
xxxtra dry, whenever a lucky friend called him 
Commodore. He was the king-pin ofthe club—a 
regular old salt, and for a year or two the Em- 
pire Club thought itself ir clover. The club oc- 
cupied commodious quarters at the foot of One 
Hundred and Fourth-street, East River. It had 
there a shapely little building, whitened once an- 
nually with lime, and well-stocked, semi-weekly 
or oftener, with Bergner & Engel’s best. This

CONVICTS PLANS FRUSTRATED. 


JAILER ALLEN’S TIMELY DISCOVERY KILLS 
A WELL-LAID PLOT. 

Kenkowski, the alleged murderer of Mina 
Muller, a number of desperate burglars, and other 
prisoners of lesser note are imprisoned in cells in the 
lower corridor of the Hudson County Jail, on Jer- 
sey City Heights. During alarge part of the day 
the prisoners are allowed the freedom of the corri- 
dor. Afew feet above the stone floor are iron- 


parred window casements, through which the jail 
yard can be seen, and it is an easy leap from there 
to the grass-covered lawn outside... Jailer Allen 
discovered on Monday evening a plot among some 
of his prisoners to break jail through these bars. 
cmos the + ceo mg in the jail was Andrew Van 

orat, a ‘Harrison policy-dealer, who had been 
Bentenced to six months’ imprisonment for a vio- 
lation of the State lottery laws. Van Vorst had 
been visited daily by his wife and little son. On 
Sunday morning when she visited the jail Mrs. 
Van Vorst showed signs of agitation. She was, 
apparently, so ill at ease that her demeanor at- 
tracted the attention of the jail officers. 
Jailer Allen’s suspicions fell upon Van Vorst. 
When Mrs. Van Vorst called yesterday she was in- 
vited into Jailer Allen’s parlor, and jthere Mrs. Al- 
len searched her. Concealedin the bosom of her 
dress were two small files, a vial of black paint, 
anotherof an oil-like mixture, and an ounce of 
black putty. Mrs. Van Vorst was much put out 
by the detection and broke into tears. District At- 
torney McGill advised that she be detained. She 

leaded earnestly, however. to be allowed to return 

0 a sick child, and late in the evening she was al- 
lowed to go. Jailer Allen made a thorough search 
of the prison, and in one of the cells found a knife, 
of fine steel, with the edge neatly nicked, so that 
it would answer the F sean of asaw. The cellin 
which this was found was unoccupied, and no one 
of the jail officers has any idea as to who could 
have thrown it there. ; 

Van Vorst, when questioned, admitted his part in 
the plot, but maintained that none of the other 
prisoners was concerned with him. Van Vorst 
seems, however, to have been without sufficient 
motive to have inourred the danger only to save 
himself. An application had been made to the 
court for reconsideration of -the sentence, and he 
and all of his friends expected that within a 
day or two he would have been released 
from jail on payment of a fine. It is sus- 
pected that some of the other prisoners who 
were in the plot seleeted him to secure 
the tools, because the surroundings of his case 
‘were such that he was less liable to suspicion than 
many ofthem. The plan was, of course,to saw a 
hole in the iron bars that made the windows look- 
ing into the corridor impassable; to paint the point 
of filing so that it could not be seen; to putty 
the filed bars in their places till an opening of the 
aeeded size had been made, and at the opportune 
moment to have made a break through the open- 
tng to the yard below.

THE YATES WILL CASE. 


—-o———— 
CONTEST OVER HALF A MILLION DOLLARS— 
TWO WIVES IN THE CASE. 

The first hearing since March in the Alonzo 
C. Yates will case was held yesterday before Surro- 
gate Calvin. Yates wasa wealthy clothier of Syra- 
cuse and Philadelphia, who died in this City on 
Oct. 11, 1880, leaving property valued at $500,000, 
including an elegant country residence known as 
Renwick Castle, in the suburbs of Syracuse, and 
also a house on Fifth-avenue. He was married 
twice. By his first wife, from whom it is claimed 
he was divorced, he had two danghters—Lillian 
M.,, now the wife of Charles W, Dickel, the well- 
known riding master, and Cornelia Evra, who is 
married to a man named Hogan. His second wife, 
whose maiden name was Sarah Agnes Quinlan, 
employed by him and his first wife 
as cook, and subsequently in the capacity of nurse 
to their children. After separating from his first 
wife, Yates married his cook in St. Thomas’s Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church, in this City, and after liv- 
ing some time at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel and 
in Renwick Castle with her, installed her in 
the elegant residence, No. 564 Fifth-avenue, of 
which she is now the occupant. She has one child, 
Alonzo C. Yates. By the terms of the will the lat- 
ter is left the bulk of the estate, while the daugh- 
ters of the first wife are bequeathed only $25,000 
each. The seoond Mrs. Yates is given for her ex- 
clusive use, besides a handsome income, the title 


to the Fifth-avenue mansion with all its furniture. 
The contestants of the will are Mrs. Dickel and 


‘Mrs. Hogan, who allege that their father was un- 


duly influenced by the second Mrs. Yates in the 
making of his will. Mrs. Dickel and ber husband 
were the only witnesses examined yesterday by 
Messrs. Townsend and Weed, counsel for the con- 
testants, A large number of letters written by 
Yates to Mrs. Dickel, from 1874 to 1878, prior to her 
marriage, were identified and read by her and 
were offered in evidence as showing that her father 
had treated herin an affectionate manner. She 
testified that the relations between her father and 
his second wife were not pleasant. The latter was 
originally a cook in the family, and tnen a 
nurse. Soon after Yates separated from_ his 
first wife the nurse assumed control of 
the household affairs at Renwick Castle. 
During the latter part of 1872 she lived with Yates 
as his wife at the Kifth-Avenue Hotel, where, in the 
presence of the witness, she frequently quarreled 
with him, manifesting extreme irritability of tem- 
per. Inthe Summer of 1873 Mrs. Dickel and_ her 
father went to Saratoga. They were followed by 
the second Mrs. Yates, who, on meeting her hus- 
band in the corridor of the hotel, accused him of 
harboring @ woman in his room. The following 
day he induced her to return to Syracuse, sending 
the witness to the railroad depot with her as an 
escort. From Saratoga Yates and Mrs. Diokel 
came to this City on a visit to Mrs. Hogan. Re- 
turning to Renwick Castle in 1873, the witness 
found Agnes Sarah Quinlan, the second wife, a 
raving maniac. She wascared for in the house 
until December, when Yates removed her to the 
insane asylum at Utica. In January, 1874, having 
in the meantime recovered her senses, she was dis- 
charged, and, returning to Renwick Castle, again 
assumed her place as the head of the household. 
Subsequently Yates, while stopping at the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel, paid frequent visits to his first wife. 

Mr. Charles W. Dickel, the husband of the first 
witness, testified that he formed the acquaintance 
of Yates and his daughter Lillian in the Fall of 
1876, when they engaged, with the second Mrs. 
Yates, to take riding lessons at witness's riding 
academy, Mr. Dickel's attention, to the daughter 
with a view to marriage commenced in the Spring 
of 1877. Early in October of the same year he 
proposed for her hand to Mr. Yates, who readily 
gave his consent to their marriage. The wedding 
took place while the fathhr wasin Europe. When 
he returned to this City he invited Mrs. Dickel and 
the witness to dine with him at the Windsor Hotel, 
and theirsubsequent intercourse with him was of 
a cordial and pleasant character. Jn June, 1879, 
Yates invited them to visit him at Renwick 
Castle; they accepted the invitation, but the 
pleasure of their stay was marred by the quarrel- 
some disposition of the second Mrs. Yates. 

Another hearing will be held next Monday. 
Before the adjournment of the case yesterday, Mr. 
Townsend announced that proceedings were 
about to be instituted in Onondaga County to set 
aside the decree of divorce obtained by Yates 
against his first wife, of the existence of which, it 
is claimed, she was ignorant until recently.

THE BILL SIGNED THAT GIVES MURRAY HILL 


A LARGER PARK, 


The fact that Gov. Cornell had signed the 


bill authorizing the removal of the Murray Hill 
reservoir, on Fifth-avenue, between Fortieth and 
Forty-second streets, was announced yesterday. 
The work of demolition will be done by contract, 


under the supervision of the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works, and the necessary funds are to be pro- 
vided through an issue of bonds by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment. The cost of its re- 
moval will probably be about $60,000. From this 
sum, however, will be deducted the market value 
of the material of which it is constructed, and 
which, according to one of the provisions of the 
act, must be purchased by the person-who assumes 
the contract. Immediately after the reservoir 
shall have been completely razed the ground will 
be surrendered to the Park Department, to be 
added to the present territory of Reservoir-square, 
which will thus become the largest and handsomest 
of the small parks within the City’s limits. The 
origin of the reservoir dates as far back as the in- 
troduction of Croton water into the City. Its con- 
struction was begun [n 1837, while the work of 
building the Croton aqueduct was in progress, and 
its completion was coincident with that of the aque- 
duct. On June 27, 1842, when John B. Jervis filled 
the position of Chief Engineer to the Water 
Commissioners, the water was first admitted 
through the aqueduct into the _ reservoir 
at Eighty-fifth-street, near Seventh-avenue, and on 
July 4 following it was receivedinto the distrib- 
uting reservoir on Murray Hill. At that period the 
land surrounding the latter was unimproved, and 
was some distance beyond the bounds of the City 
proper. The whole storage of water on Manhattan 
island was then estimated by the Water Commis- 
sioners at 149,000,000 gallons, of which the Forty- 
second-street distributing reservoir contained 19,- 
000,000 gallons, or about one-eighth of the total 
quantity. It was originally intended to con- 
struct the reservoir of larger dimensions, 
so that it should cover the whole of 
the plot of ground bounded by Fifth 
and Sixth avenues, Fortieth and Forty-second 
streets, embracing about 10 acres, all of which bad 
been acquired for water storage purposes. The 
engineer, however, abandoned the plan and con- 
fined the reservoir to its present dimensions. So 
long as the inhabited part of the City did rot extend 
above the reservoir all the water consumed was 
distributed from it. The rapidly increasing popu- 
lation, with an accompanying increase in the con- 
sumption of water, requiring the construction of 
additional storage facilities, the work of building 
the large reservoir in Central Park was be- 
gun in 1858 and completed in 1862. Thus 
with the rearrangement of the water supply 
the reservoir at Forty-second-street began to lose 
its.original character with respect to storage and 
distributing purposes. The Central Park struc- 
tures are both receiving and distributing reservoirs. 
Their capacities are vastly greater than that of the 
Forty-second-street structure, which is scarcely 
large enough to hold one-fiftieth part of the total 
storage now in all the reservoirs, without taking 
into account the quantities of waterin the great 
mains throughout the City. 

Controller Allan Campbell, who, while Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, was the first tosuggest the 
removal of this reservoir, directed attention to the 
foregoing facts in one of his quarterly reports for 
1879. Itwas his opinion that for the purpose of 
storage the Murray Hill reservoir had become an 
insignificant fraction. With respect to the ques- 
tion of pressure there was, he held, practically 
no advantage to be gained from its ex- 
istence, owing to the fact that the large 
mains leading directly from Central Park 
toward Forty-second-street afforded all the pres- 
sure attainable. Mr. Campbell was of the opinion 
at that time, and he still entertains the same view, 
that the permanent interests of the City would be 
best promoted by devoting the land to the uses of 
a public park. The reservoir occupies a space 
measuring 450 feet on Fifth-avenue, and 500 feet on 
Fortieth and Forty-second streets, or about five 
and a quarter acres. The entire property, if sold 
for building purposes, would yield about $1,700,000. 
It is not yet known how soon the Commissioner of 
Public Works will advertise for bids for the removal 
of the structure, but it is estimated that the work 
of demolition will not occupy over two moxths 
from the time of the granting of the contract. 
Surrounding property will, of course, be greatly 
benefited by the change.

‘*Pete”’ Lake was brought to the bar of the 
Jefferson Market Police Court yesterday by De-

His wife, who wore a 
plain dress and a fancy hat, was also in court. The 
detective swore that Lake was a “banco steerer” 
by occupation, and was not engaged in any honest 
employment. It was explained in the affidavit that 
a‘ banco steerer” is one who accosts strangers in 
the public streets and induces them to play games 
of chance. The detective added that he did not 
know where Lake lived, that he never saw him 
work, and always found him with *‘ banco steerers”’ 
and thieves.

te | ELEVATED RAILROAD SUITS 


A STAY DENIED IN THE CASE 
AGAINST MANHATTAN COMPANY. 


DECIDES ADVERSELY ON 
THE MOTION OF COUNSEL FOR THE DE- 
PENDANTS—TEXT OF HIS OPINION. 

Counsel for the Manhattan Railway Com- 
pany appeared in the Supreme Court, General 

Term, before Chief-Justice Davisand Judge Brady 


yesterday and made an application for a stay of 
proceedings in the case of the people against the 
Manhattan Railway Company until a motion to 
make the complaint more definite dnd certain 
could be heard and decided. Such an ap- 
plication had been made before Judge Dono- 
hue and denied. The application was 
next made in the General Term and 
granted under a misapprehension of the facts by 
Judge Brady. The latter, however, revoked his 
order on Monday. In his argument on the applica- 
tion, David Dudley Field claimed that the defend- 
ant should not be calied upon to answer the mo- 
tion for a Receiver until the question whether the 
complaint should stand as it is or should be 
made to conform to the code is decided. If the 
order to show cause was to be regarded as va- 
cated, the defendants would move ex parte; that 


the order made on the argument denying a stay 
be entered in the records of the court; that the 
court hear the appeals now pending from that or- 
der, and from the one made ex parte, and, further, 
that ery pecry be stayed until these appeals be 
heard and decided. The reason the defendants de- 
sired the order entered in the minutes of the 
court is to make the record conform to the fact. 
Although the Judge of the Special Term appeared 
to have forgotten such an order, the fact was 
proved by the aftidavits of several of the counsel 
who were present, and the oaths of the others 
could also’ be obtained to the same effect. If the 
appeals which were before the court were passed 
over to the regular term, in the Autumn, the de- 
fendants would lose the benefit of them, and would 
be in a worse condition thanif they had been heard 
and decided adversely, as in the latter case they 
might go to the Court of Appeals. For the same 
reason a stay of: proceedings was asked for pend- 
ing the decision on the appeals. The defendant’s 
existence ought not, inthe opinion of counsel, to 
be destroyed while the appeals were pending. In 
conclusion, counsel claimed that the General Term 
had a right to review ex parte orders made at the 
Special Term. 

The court denied the application, and rendered 
the following opinion; “It appears that the mo- 
tion to reform the complaint and make it more de- 
finite and certain is still pending and undecided be- 
fore the Special Term, and it seems to be assumed 
that that court will proceed to hear and determine 
the motion fora Receiver before the decision of 
the motion to correct the complaint. We have no 
right to act upon any such assumption. If it be 
true, as represented in this application, that the 
complaint involyes several causes of action im- 
properly joined, upon one of which no Receiver 
could lawfully be appointed, or is otherwise 
seriously defective, we cannot assume that the 
court below will entertain and determine a 
motion for a Receiver until after the dis- 
position of the pending motion. On the con- 
trary, our duty is to presume that the ques- 
tion will be disposed of by the court below in con- 
formity to the right and justice of the case, and 
without prejudice to the right of ‘the defendants to 
have their motion in relation to thé pleadings first 
determined. The necessity of having a proper 
complaint in cases of this character, involving in- 
terests so important, is so clearly apparent that we 
must presume that no application for a Receiver 
will be entertained and disposed of before the 
question raised upon the motion to cor- 
rect the complaint shall hayo been fully 
considered and determined. The disposition 
ofthe application for a stay in regard to this 
branch of the case was purely inthe discretion of 
the court. To grant a stay onan appeal from an 
order denying a stay would be to introduce a new 
and embarrassing practice, which would lead to 
intolerable delays in the administration of justice. 
Without determining at this time whether an ap- 
peal from such an order would lie, it is enough to 
say that we think it would be an_indiscreet 
exercise of our powers to intervene where 
the merits of the motion remain un- 
der the consideration of the court below, 
and wholly undisposed of. Ifthe motion for a stay 
of proceedings was made at the special term, and 
there, as is alleged, denied, it was the right of 
the moving party to have the order of denial en- 
tered ex debits justitia, But this motion is not the 
proper mode to bring up the question whether or 
not the court refused to enter the order as made. 
The proper course, we think, would be an applica- 
tion to this court upon notice for an alternative 
mandamus upon which application the court can 
determine whether the question was of sufficient 
importance to justify the issue of its writ. The 
motion, therefore, in both of its aspects, must be 
denied,

A STAY OF TAXATION DENIED, 

Judge Donohue, in Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers, yesterday, denied the application of the 
elevated railroads for a stay of proceedings pre- 
venting the collection of taxes levied upon them, 
until a decision has been renderedin a suit now 


pending to determine the validity of the action of the 
Commissioners in taxing them. In its decision the 
court says: “In these cases the court is asked on 
certiorari issued to the Supervisors and Tax Com- 
missioners to stay proceedings pending the result 
of the review asked for the collection of taxes, the 
assessment of which is sought to be reviewed. No 
case is cited, nor did f understand it to be argued 
that, prior to the Code in its present shape, such 
stay could be had, and the question therefore pre- 
sents itself: Does the Code allow me to stay the 
proceedings? Section 2,131 is the provision 
invoked. Perhaps on a cursory reading of 
that section this might appear so, but that 
the Legislature should make such a radical 
change as to place the control of taxation so much 
in the hands of the court, without in some way 
referring to that subject specifically, I do not think 
probable. The bond provided for seems also one 
to protect individuals, and not applicable to cases 
of this kind, but, aside from this, the Code, in sec- 
tion 2,147, expressly provides a restriction, which, 
it seems to me, applies to the writ. The act under 
which it is issued is in existence, and makes, 
as I think, all the provision that the Legis- 
lature intended to make in regard to the writs al- 
lowed in these cases, and did not intend to permit 
the stay of proceedings asked. In addition to this, 
it seems to me from the terms of section 2,131 
itself the order for a stay should accompany the 
writ asked or be a part of the writ. In this.case 
months have elapsed since the issuance of the 
writs, and now, after the assessment of value has 
passed into a tax laid, it does not seem to me prop- 
er to interfere with the execution of the tax.” 

The Manhattan Railway Directors met yesterday 
and discussed the advisability of transferring the 
tax suit from the State courts to the United States 
courts. It was conceded that such a course would 
be more favorable to the company, but no deter- 
mination was arrived at. 
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THR ACCUSED COMMISSIONERS, 

The investigation of the charges against the 
Police Commissioners was continued yesterday, 
and the entire day was consumed in the examina- 
tion of policemen and the drivers of ash carts. 
Forty-six officers were called and each of them 
testified to having made arrests for violations of 
the corporation ordinances, and that the prisoners 
were discharged on being produced in court. To 
Col. Bliss the officers said that the Justice did not 
reprimand them for making the arrests, but they 


were not encouraged in the performance of their 
duty by the action of the magistrate in neglecting 
to punish the prisoners. The excuse given by the 
culprits was generally that they were ignorant of 
the law. Edward Mallory, foreman of the men 
employed by the Street-cleaning Bureau in the 
Fifth Precinct, testified that the ashes im his pre- 
cinct were takenaway every day, except on two 
or three occasions when there were no scows at 
the dump to receive them. Mallory swore that he 
went through the streets of the precinct every day 
during the Winter and that no ashes were allowed 
to accumulate at any point. He had occasionally 
seen what he took to be ashes mixed with snow 
and ice on the sidewalks, but upon putting men to 
work to remove them, they found as soen as they 
began to pick that there were no ashes in the ice. 
The evidence of Mallory is a flat contradiction of 
at legst a score of reputable citizens who testified 
in the prosecution that ashes remained on the side- 
walks in the Fifth Precinct for days at a time 
during the past Winter. James Noonan, Timothy 
Dillon, and Danie! Dillon, drivers of ash carts in 
this precinct, swore that they had removed all the 
ashes on their routes daily, with the exception of 
five or six days, when, there were no scows upon 
which to dump them.

IT GANNOT AT PRESENT BE PRODUCED AS 


CHEAPLY AS GAS, 


Tho stockholders of the United States Elec- 


tric Light Company held their third annual meeting 
yesterday in the Equitable Building, and elected 
the following Trustees: Charles R. Flint, Louis 
Fitzgerald, D. Willis James, D. ©. Wilcox, Mar- 
cellus Hartley, Robert B. Minturn, Henry B. Hyae, 
Daniel B. Hatch, Henry M. Alexander, Anson 
Phelps Stokes, Spencer D. Schuyler, Thomas H. 
Hubbard, Leonard E. Curtis, The new board will 
meet to-day to choose otficers. After the meeting, 
Secretary Curtis said that the company has intro- 
duced its lights in the New-York and Phila- 
delphia Post Offices, the Equitable Building, 
the Mercantile Building, the Maritime Ex- 
change, the Union League Club_ Art- 
room, the Union Club, the Cumberland Hotel, 
the Pacific Mail pier, the Iron Steam-boat Com- 
pany’s pier, and various Nassau and Wall-street 
offices. It has been compelled to refuse many or- 
ders, owing to inability to supply the light, caused 
by delays in receiving machinery for its new fac- 
tory at the corner of Avenue B and Seventeenth- 
street. This building, which fs 100 feet square and 
6 stories high, with room for from 1,000 to 1,200 
workmen, is now finished. Half of a double cylin- 
der 300-horse power engine is in position, all 
the shafting is up, and a large part of the ma- 
chinery is in place. The company expects to have 
it in complete working order within a month. The 
Sixth-avenue buiiding will then be run as a station 
for experiments principally, though the 150-horse 
power engine there now and another to be added 
will also be used in farnishing light. 

Respecting the statement recently made by Kv. 
Leo Daft, electrician of the New-York Electric 
Light Association, that the cost ef producing elec- 
tric light by incandescence is greater than that of 
producing gas-light in the proportion of 1,500 to 
992, Mr. Ourtis judged the figures given to be about 
correct. For interior lighting he said the only 
practical way is by incandescence, and that is now 
more costly than gas, but electric Hesing is in the 
position that lighting by gas was when it was first 
introduced. Itis only a question of overcoming 
certain mechanical difficulties and perfecting the 
requisite apparatus, and experiments are proceed- 
ing which will ultimately accomplish the desired 
end. The United States Company, Mr. Curtis said, 
hopes to be able to furnish its lights, when it gets 
fairly started asa supplying agent, as cheap as gas,

LAFAYETTE’S GRANDSON. 


A PROPOSITION TO EXTEND TO HIM PROPER 
COURTESIES ON HIS ARRIVAL HERE, 
The Historical Society met last evening in 


their rooms, at Second-avenue and Eleventh- 
street, Vice-President Benjamin H. Field in the 
chair. The following letier was received from 
Mr. John Austin Stevens: 

NEw-York, June 7, 1881. 
Gentlemen of the New-York Historical Society: 

I take leave to remind you of the approaching 
visit of M. Edmond de Lafayette and the Vicomte 
de Rochambeau to this country; the former at the 
invitation of the United States by public resolution 
of Congress, the latter upon that of the President 
at its request. ‘There is reason to hope that 
these gentlemen, with other representatives 
of the French nation, our ancient aily, 
will visit the City of New-York during their 
stay on the continent. The Legislature of 
Rhode Island, on whose soil the French contingent 
under the Count de Rochambean landed in 1780, 
has authorized the Governor of that State to ex- 
tend its hospitalities to the distinguished guests of 
the nation. No similar action has as yet been 
taken by the Legislature of New-York, on whose 
soil the French army was encamped in the Sum- 
mer of 1781, and again in the Fall of 1781 on its re- 
turn, Inits failure to take any official action, the 
duty devolves upon the citizens of the State. 

When Gen. Lafayette came last to this coantry, 
in 1824, he landed at New-York. On the 19th of 
August, three days after his arrival, he honored the 
New-York Historical Society with a visit, and was 
received with affectionate ceremony. The tradition 
of this occasion is preserved by many who took 
part in it, and affords a happy precedent for the en- 
tertainment of his grandson, who is now not only 
the last surviving descendant of the General in the 
male line, but also the only living representative of 
the name of Lafayette. As the distinguished 
visitors will provehis arrive during the vacation of 
the society, I beg to suggest the appointment of a 
committee with power to extend its courtesies in 
an appropriate manner. I have the honor to re- 
main, gentlemen, with sincere regard, your fellow- 
member, JOHN AUSTIN STEVENS.

A BIG STOCK PURCHASE.

PAYING OUT $20,000,000 IN A MONTH AND 
$15,000,000 mn A DAY. 
Messrs. Henry P. Kidder, Charles W. Cot- 


ting, Henry L. Higginson, Charles P. Bowditch, 
and William Mindt, Jr., the committee who repre- 
sent the majority of the 2,700 owners of the 208,419 
shares of the Philadelphia, Wilmington and Balti- 
more Railroad stock purchased by the Pennsyi- 
vania Railroad Company, arrived in this City yes- 
terday from Boston to complete the bar- 
gain. They brought the stock with them 
in two share certificates, one for 187,303 
shares and the other for 21,116 shares. 
These were purchused at $80 per share, including 
the July dividend,the par vaiue being $50. The 
total price agreed to be paid was, therefore, 
$16.693,200. Of this about $3,000.000 worth was 
owned in Philadelphia, and will be paid for there. 
The balance of the purchase money, amounting to 
nearly $15,000,000, was deposited in the National 
Bank of Commerce of this City, and was drawn 
therefrom by the committee yesterday in ex- 
change for the stock. Subscriptions to the allot- 
ment of new stock authorized at the last 
annual meeting of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany, together with recent heavy earnings and the 
surplus on hand June 1, furntshed the necessary 
funds. This is the largest single settlement that 
ever took place through the medium of the banks. 
Besides the shares mentioned, the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company has also purchased from other 
parties and paid for $1,000,000 more, and has dis- 
tributed since June 1 $2,500,000 among its stock- 
holders in dividends. It will not take formal pos- 
session of the Philadelphia, Willmington and Balti- 
more Road until July 1. Thereafter both roads 
will be operated under the same general manage- 


ment. 
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MONEY FOR HEALTH INSPECTORS. 
At the meeting of the Board of Health yes- 
terday a resolution was adopted calling on the 
Board of Apportionment for $30,000 to be used 
during the ensuing six months in paying salaries to 
special inspectors, physicians, and nurses, and for 
supplies and contingencies, such expenditures 


being necessary for the care of persons sick with 
contagious diseases, and the protection of persons 
in danger of contagion. his request is made 
under the law which provides that an extra appro- 
priation shall be made whenever the Board of 
Health shall declare that the community is in 
danger of contagion and infection, and the resolu- 
tion embodies a declaration to that effect. In ex- 
planation of the application for a further appro 
priation Dr. Janeway said that for the past three 
years or more the apportionment of funds to the 

oard of Health has been based upon the expenses 
of immediately preceding years in which no 
marked epidemics of contagious diseases appeared, 
and consequently, when the recent outbreak of 
small-pox and typhus fever occurred the health 
officers found themselves handicapped by a lack of 
funds, The regular appropriation of $30,000 was 
soon exhausted, and an additional $30,000 will not 
be too much to meet the requirements. The in- 
creased expenses represent outiazys for tents, im- 
provements and enlargement of hospital, food, med- 
icine, salaries, and miscellaneous supplies found 
necessary to an extent unprecedented in recent 
years. Sixteen doctors, in addition to the regular 
corps, have been employed, and are yet in service. 
Among the items of expense recently audited were 
$8,000 tor supplies proper, such as food, clothing, 
&c.; $2,000 for tents, and for bovine virus used in 
official vaccinations, $2,000.

PROTECTING THEIR PRODUCTIONS. 

CaicaGco, June 7.—A singular and impor- 
tant suit was begun inthe United States Circuit 
Court by Havemeyer & Elder, sugar refiners, of 
New-York, against the American Sugar Refinery 
of Chicago. The complainants say that they are 
extensive manufacturers of sugar, and that with 
the packages they sell is a guarantee that the 
accompanying package is absolutely pure and 
free from all muriate of tin, glucose, or other in- 


jurious matter: thatthe effect of mixing glucose 
with brown sugars is to make them look lighter, 
and hence of an apparently higher grade, though 
really of an inferior bee and that the custom is 
practiced very extensively here. The defendants,the 
complainants allege, are engaged in the business of 
aduiterating sugars, and are in the habit of buying 
complainants’ brands, mixing them with glucose 
and other deleterious substances, and then repack- 
ing the mixture in the original packages and sell- 
ing it as a fine article; that this work is carriea on 
clandestinely at Nos. 1,602 and 1,610 South Clark- 
street, but the only sign to be discovered at their 
place of business is a notice to keep away, and the 
company’s name isnot to be found in the city di- 
rectory. The complainants say their business will 
be immeasurably injured if the defendant is allowed 
to continue its fraudulent practice, and therefore 
ask for an injunction to prevent the defendants 
from mixing, coloring, staining, or powdering their 
sugars with any other ingredient or material for 
the purpose of gain or profit, or from selling or 
offeriag such mixture or compound for sale.

POWER OF NITRO-GLYCERINE. 


—_> —_—. 
A DESOLATE LOOKING SPOT WHERE THE 
UNIONPORT FACTORY STOOD. 
Coroner Nordquist, of Tuckahoe, Westches- 
ter County, held an inquest yesterday in the case 
of the unknowrz Italian who was killed by the nitro- 
glycerine explosion at Unionport, alittle place about 
midway between West Farms and Van Nest stations, 
onthe Harlem River branch of the New-York, 
New-Haven and Hartford Railroad. Everything 
in the vicinity of the spot where the little factory 
had formerly steod was razed to the ground, 
although the ground itself was not much dis- 


turbed. There was a cellar under the builaing which 
saved the explosive the trouble of tearing up one. 
A large tree in front of the factory looked yester- 
day morning more like a naked telegraph pole than 
anything else, every branch, leaf, and even the 
bark being cleanly peeled off. The bushes and 
shrubbery for 200 yards around were all mowed 
down as effectually as though ascythe had been 
used. The factory building itself was re- 
duced to splinters the size of ordinary 
matches. All the pieces that could be found 
of the man who was killed outright by the 
explosion, which took place at 8:15 Monday 
afternoon, were gathered up by Isaac Butler, the 
village undertaker, but he does not think that he 
has found altogether much more than half a man. 
The head was found in one place, an arm in an- 
other, pieces of flesh in various others, some of 
them long distances apart. The Coroner, who is 
also a physician, said they had as yet found none 
of the unfortunate man’s ribs. : 

The following jury was impaneled by the Cor- 
oner: John Kervin, foreman; Isaac Butler, Ward- 
ner Herrington, James Tyrrell, Joseph Hall, and 
Owen Keefe. No one knew anything about the 
works, nor, for a certainty, who really owned 
them; although it is supposed that they were tne 
property of William Ager. The direct cause of the 
explosion will n-ver be learned, as the only work- 
men on the premises at the time of the explosion 
are now dead. It is supposed, however, that the 
men were making cartridges. The jury rendered a 
verdict, *“‘That the unknown man came to his 
death by an explosion of nitro-glycerine, supposed 
to be owned by Wiiliam Ager, and the owner or 
owners are censured for employing unskilled 
workmen. We suggest that the town of West- 
chester furnish a proper place for those injured by 
any accident in future.” The other workman, a 
man named Ager, who escaped instant death, 
subsequently died at the Ninety-ninth-Street Hos- 
pital, in this City. The necessity of having to re- 


move him so far prompted the last clause of the 
verdict. 


At alittle distance from where the factory stood 
is a small frame building, about 12 feet square. Its 
sides and roof were found to be perforated ir 
many places, probably by the nitro-glycerine cart- 
ridges. In this building, during Monday night, 
some unknown person had placed all the cartridges 
and property of the owner of the works that could 
be found. Among the stuff were tin cans of all 
sizes and shapes, some labeled with the words 
*“Neptune exploders,” and others with ‘100 
single force exploders.””’ Others were not 
labeled at all, while some were not 
even sealed. The contents of the latter 
very much resembled putty, only they were of a 
yellowish color. Scattered about the floor were 
small pieces of the same stuff, shaped like common 
wooden button-molds. Visitors to this building 
trod very iightly over the floor, and were particu- 
lar not to step on any of those littie pieces which 
were supposed to contain nitro-glycerine. The 
word ‘“‘Danger’’ was painted on every one of the 
four sides of the building in large Roman charac- 
ters, and only a few persons mustered up sufficient 
courage to enter it. The pump belonging to the 
premises had also disappeared over night, It is 
supposed the owner had moved this under cover 
of darkness. This factory was blown up abouta 
year ago, and that explosion was also attended 
with fatal results.

Itis thought that Mrs. McClarran 
will recover. She obtained a divorce from Mur- 
phy on account of ill treatment, and subsequently 
married Col. William Campbell, who died a few 
years ago. About four weeks ago she was united 
in marriage to Newton McClarran, a druggist. The 
people are well known, and occupy a prominent 
position in society.
